few days. It has been ordered to occupy 
the Chumbi Valley, the key to Thibet, and 
to advance on Gyangtse, an important cen- 
tre, 160 miles from Lhassa. ; 

The object of the mission was to disciss 
with the-Thibetan authorittes their non-ob- 
servance of treaties and consequent injury 
to the*trade between India and Thibet. 
The Dalai-Lama treated the mission in an 


offhand manner and sent subordinates who 
refused to receive the British unless the 
latter retired from Khambajong into In- 
dian Territory. Col. Younghusband refused 
to do so, fortified the camp occupied by the 
mission, and then himself returned to re- 
port to the Viceroy. 
‘The result is that a*considerable force is 
to- Bort the British demands. 
A Peaceful settlement of the matter is im- 
caret le.. The Lhdssa Government de- 
that it is determined to fight, is dis- 
trib fing large quantities of rifles, and is 
telling the people to prepare for war. The 
soldiers throughout the country have been 
warned to be in readiness. 
It is reported in India that the Thibetans 
expect. Russian support against the inva- 
sion. A Russian emissary, who formerly 
was in the Chinese customs service, 
been in Thibet for some time and has ac- 
quired great influence over the Lamas and 
priests, who claim to have discovered -by 
ivination that the present year is propi- 
ious for war. : 
The Government of Nepal (a native State 
on the frontier of Thibet) has warned the 
people of Thibet against the Russians and 
Has given notice that Nepal will not assist 
the Thibetans against the British. 
. By the*‘Che-Foo convention, ratified in 
1885,. Great Britain secured the right to 
send a mission across the Indian frontier 
to Thibet. By Article IV. of the convention 
of duly, 1886, Great Britain, yielding to 
Chinese entreaties, waived this right. By 
the “cOnvention relating to Sikkim and 
Thibet’ signed at Calcutta in March, 1800, 
the frontier was to, be delimited, trade be- 
_ tweén India and Thibet was to be facili- 
thted, and Ya-Tung was to be opened as a 
* #Pade mart. Ya-Tung was opened in May, 
“J804. 
“The name Ya-Tung means “ hole-in-the- 
ley,”’ and the place contained not a sin- 
e house.

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CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Encouraged by al 
successful operation of a regular service 
on the Wentworth Avenue line to-day the 
management of the Chicago City Railroad 
announced to-night that an effort would 
be made to-morrow to resume traffic on 
the Cottege Grove Avenue line. 

Five hundred policemen will be added 
to-morrow to the number already detailed 
to guard the property of the company. ? 

Although considerable interference 
marked the operation of the Wentworth 
Avenue branch to-day, still a five-minute 
service ‘was maintained throughout the 
day, and an attempt will be made to-mor- 
row to install a closer schedule.

Late this afternoon the police guarding 
the Wentworth Avenue cars were forced to 
charge a mob in Clark Street, near Taylor 
Street. Many persons were clubbed, and a 
few policemen were bruised hy stones. 

Public inconvenience from the strike be- 
came greater tognight than ever. A heavy 
rain and a high wind drove many who 
heretofore had walked home to seek trans- 
portation on the already overburdened 
trains of the Illinois Ceptral Railroad and 
South Side Elevated line. 

The company started two, boilers at Fifty- 
second.and State Stteets power houses to- 
day, where twenty non-unionists have been 
quartered. At the State Street power house 
tifteen men have been installed to take the 
places of those who have quit. 

Twelve strike breakers were taken to the 
barns at West Seventy-seventh Street and 
Vineennes Road. The men were smuggled 
into the barns on the floor of the com- 
pany’s money wagon. 

Miss Beatrice Kimbark and -her mother 
assert that they were assaulted by a crowd 
near Thirty-ninth Street and Wentworth 
Avenue after riding on a car. Miss Kim- 
bark has sworn out a warrant charging 
Charles Harperg, a union conductor, with 
having struck her in the face. 

The strikers are making much of: an at- 
tack on Mayor Harrison by Clarence 8. 
Darrow, who has declared that if the 
street-cAr strikers are beaten, Mayor Har- 
rison will be responsible, by reason of hav- 
ing authorized the arrangements whereby 
the police ride in all the cars that are be- 
ing operated. 

According to Mr. Darrow, the’ Mayor, 
in canducting negotiations for.a ~enewal 
of the company’s franchise, could, by a lit- 
tle pressure, promptly force the company to 
arbitrate.

DEATH OF A NOTED THIEF. 


Church Lay Reader Who Made Fortune 
at Gambling and Died Under Bail 
for Petty Larceny.

TRENTON, N. J. Noy. 16—James K. 
Johnston, known to the police of Europe 
and America as “‘ Jersey Jim,’ one of the 
cleverest thieves in the worlg, is dead at 
his home in this city after a life career that 
rivals a chapter from a tale of fiction. He 
was reared a Methodist in the old First 
Church in this city, taught a young. men's 
class in the Sunday school and then identi- 
fied himself with a fashionable Episcopal 
parish as a lay reader. 

Suddenly forsaking his Christian associa- 
tions, he went West with the “ Forty- 
niners” and opened a gambling house in 
’'Friseco. In/a year or two, he amassed a 
fortune and removed to Paris, where he 
lived like a prince. When the money was 
exhausted, he returned to America and for 
a time plunged wildly in Wall Street. 

Later, after a varied career of crime, he: 
returned home to Trenton a broken down 
old man. A few months ago, he was ar- 
rested for stealing a pair of shoes from a 
store adjoining the church which he once 
attended. He was under bail for trial when 
he died.

SENATOR DIETRICH 
INDICTED FOR BRIBERY 


Nebraskan Accused of Accepting 
$1,300 for His Influence. 


APPEAL TO THE PRESIDENT 


Mr, Roosevelt Asked to Remove the 
Prosecutor Responsible for the 


Indictment. 


OMAHA, Neb., 
Grand Jury 


Nov. 16.—The Federal 
this evening returned true 
bills against United States\ . Senator 
Charles H. Dietrich and Postmaster 
Jacob Fisher of Hastings, Neb., charg- 
ing them with conspiracy and _ brib- 
ery, in connection with the appointment 
of Fisher to the position of Postmaster. 
When the indictments were brought into 
the United States District Court, Judge 
Munger presiding, and were placed on file, 
the court merely accepted the report of the 
Grand Juty, making-no remarks on its ccne 
tents beyond issuing an order to the Clerk 
for filing of the bills. 

The indictment against Senator Dietrich 
charges that he accepted money and prop- 
erty in consideration of his recommending 
Fisher for appointment as Postmaster at 
Hastings. That against Postmaster Fisher 
charges him with making an agreement 
with Senator Dietrich by which the former 
was to pay in property and money $1,300 
for securing to, Fisher the appointment, 

Senator Dietrich is at present in Wash- 
ington, and there was no attorney or uther 
person in the city to-night authorized to 
make @ statement for him. 

The last witness called before the Grand 
Jury was William Dutton, a hardware 
merchant of Hastings, who gave his testi- 
mony to-day. According to his testimony 
he acted as intermediary in all the alleged 
transactions between the men. 

After hearing his evidence the Grand 
Jury excused the remaining witnesses who 
had not testified and at once prepared its 
report to Judge Munger. Three indict- 
ments each were returned against Senator 
Dietrich and Postmaster Fisher. 

The jury was composed of twenty mem- 
bers, nineteen of whom are said to have 
voted for the indictment and one against. 
The members came from all parts of the 
State, no two of them being a resident of. 
the same town. The foreman, Frank. E. 
White of Omaha, is Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of the Masonic Order of Nebraska. 
The other members are mostly prominent 
business and professional men. 

Four other cases, said to be of a similar 
nature, are being investigated by the Grand 
Jury, anda report on all or part of them 
is expected very soon. All are cases in 
Which Post Offices and Postmasters are 
concerned. 

This indictment said to be the first 
ever returned against a United States Sen- 
ator on charges of this nature, and caused 
intense excitement in official circles in 
Omaha and in adjoining towns when it be- 
came public. 

Separate indictments are returned against 
Senator Dietrich and Jacob Fisher based 
on Section 1,781 of“the Revised Statutes, 
which relates te the bribery of a public’ of- 
ficial 

A conspiracy indictment is drawn against 
them under Section 5,440 of the Revised 
Statutes, which provides penalties if two 
or more persons conspire to defraud the 
United States in any manner. 

Senator Dietrich was elected by the Leg- 
islature of 1900-1901 to succeed Senator Al- 
len. His term expires March 3, 1905. 

Postmaster Fisher was formerly Mayor of 
Hastings and has been prominent in Re- 
publican politics of Nebraska for several 
years. He has been in Omaha for some 
time, during the investigation of the Grand 


Jury, &’nd was to have been placed on tne 
Stand to testify to-day. 

Mr. Fisher to-night made this statement: 
“This is the first 1 knew of indictments 
being returned against Senator Dietrich and 
myself. I can say, however, that they are 
the result of political persecution and that 
I have been treated unfairly in the matter. 

“J have been in Omaha ten days expect- 
ing to appear before the Grand Jury as a 
witness. Not being called to testify, I made 
application both to the District Judge and 
to Foreman White to be permitted to make 
a statement to the Grand Jury. I was una- 
ble to secure a hearing, however, and was 
to-day dismissed with the assurance that 
1 would not be called as a witness. 

“There is really nothing in the charges, 
and my friends will support me in my de- 
fense. If witnesses had been permitted to 
be cross-examined the result would have 
been quite different and no indictment 
would have followed. Men have pushed this 
matter who were turned down for reap- 
pointment and have trumped up charges to 

get even.’ ”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Senator Diet- 
rich and Edward Rosewater of Omaha have 
arrived in this city, and to-night all in- 
quiries as to the indictment of the Senator 
were referred to Mr. Rosewater, who de- 
clared that the indictments were the re- 
sult of a political quarrel.

Intruder Startled Mrs. Leslie Carter and 
Audience at Belasco’s Theatre—

™m the midst of the first act of ‘‘ Zaza”’ 
at the Belasco Theatre last night, a young 
man startled the audience by leaping from 
a box to the stage, where he landed within 
a couple of feet of Mrs. Leslie, Carter. 
Thrusting a bunch of papers into her hands, 
he muttered something which was unintel- 
ligible to the astonished audience and 
jumped back into the box. Mrs. Carter did 
not lose her head for a moment, but ex- 
claiming petulantly, “Bah!” threw the 
papers from her and went on with her lines 
as if nothing had happened. 

The young man Was a process server and 
he had served a summons on the actress. 
As he left the stage one of the stage hartls 
tried to grab him, but the stranger has- 
tened from the box through which ho’ had 
cntered and which was occupied by Mrs. 
Oscar Hammerstein, passed toward the 
exits through the darkened aisle, and was 
in the street and gone before the employes 
of the theatre had recovered their wits. 

Immediately after the incident was over 
the lobby of the theatre was filled with 
interested witnesses of it who crowded 
around Mr, Belasco and his general man- 
ager, Ben Roeder, both of whom vigorousiy 
denounced the method employed to serve 
the summons. ;

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Striking Costumes At the Sea- 
son’s First Parade of Fashion. 


Women Evince Preference for Quiet 
Colors, Men Display Gorgeous 
Attire — Quality of Horses 
High and Jumping a 
Prominent Feature. 


Triumphant over.dismal weather and 
gloomy forecasts, the opening of the annual 
Horse Show in Madison Square Garden 
yesterday basked in the favor of fashion- 
able New York and surprised even the most 
enthusiastic of the lovers of the horse by 
the strength of its appeal to popular pat- 
ronage, There was no question that the, 
attendance was lighter than that of other 
opening days in recent years, but the 
crowds that gathered in both afternoon and 
evening left no room for doubt that the 
famous exhibition. of the National Horse 
Show Association of America still has a 
firm hold on the general public‘and re- 
tains its prominence on the social calendaf 
as the first big event of the Winter season. 

The gowns of the women who made the 
greater part of the gathering in the evening 
might have been a trifle more gorgeous had 
the weather been fair. Not even that in- 
fluénce affected the attire of the occu- 
panté of the boxes, but the boxholders were 
few compared with the throng that circled 
about the promenade around the show ring, 
the promenaders being responsible for the 
general toning down in the brilliance of the 
ensemble. Back of the boxes there were 
visible long rows of vacant seats, which 
also had.an effect on the appearance of the 
big hall, but the persons who most re- 
gretted that somewhat unusual feature of a 
Horse Show opening were the ticket specu- 
lators, whose. anticipations of a larger 
crowd had been disturbed by the damp and 
drizzle, 


What was lacking in the dress of the 
woman patrons at night was atoned for in 
the afternoon by the sporting clothes of the 
horsemen, the gaudy waistcoats, lurid 
scarfs, and emphatic checks and plaids then 
on display making a fair average for the 
day in the matter of conspicuous elothing. 

The actual opening of the show in the 
forenoon was a perfunctory exercise, that 
hardly appealed even to the ‘horsemen and 
exhibitors, but a plunge into the middle of 
things was made with the judging of the 
first class on the programme, and though 
the first large crowd did not gather until 
rather late in the afternoon, the horse lov- 
ers Were in their element from the begin- 
ning and the railg around the tan-bark 
covered. ring wére. lined with intérested 
partisan spectators. : . ; 

The afternoon crowd was at its largest 
from f°untt! a Netteatter-6 Selick, When 
the ¢ompefitfion in thé hunter and harness 
classes aroused an extraordinary amouwnt 
of enthusiasm. About this time the sped- 
tators also were treated to an exciting inci- 
dent, not on the programme, this consist- 
ing of a mishap to the gear of a team 
shown by Mrs. John Gerken. The damage 
was repaired so quickly, however, that 
most of the spectators never were quite 
certain as to what had excited them. 

In the evening the crowd was late in ar- 
riving, but the hall was comfortably filled 
by 9:80 o'clock, the spectators then re- 
maining until the last class of the evening 


programme had been judged. The features 
of the ring show were much -the same as 
in former shows, with the one difference, 
however, that though in the great majority 
of the classes the number of entries was 
smaller than in the past, practically all the 
horses engaged were exhibited, and the 
horsemen .emarked on the fact that in- 
dividually and collectively the quality of 
the animals was higher than at any show 
ever held in the city. The improvement 
was especially noticeable in the hunters 
and jumpers and heavy harness classes.

PANAMA SETTLEMENT PLAN. 


Canal Bonus of $10,000,000 May Go to 
Colombia as the Price of 
«Isthmian Freedom. 


Special'to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—There is high 
authority for the statement that the’ gen- 
eral plan of the Panama settlement has 
been worked out. The present intention is 
to negotiate ‘a treaty, exactly like the old 
one, with Paflama. That republic will get 
the $10,000,000 which would have gone to 
Colombia ‘had the treaty been ratified by 
the Congress at Bogota. 

Then Panama is to negotiate a treaty 
with Colombia whereby her independénce 
will be recognized. In this treaty pro- 
vision is to ‘he made for paymient to Co- 
lombia by Panama ofan indemnity, the 
amount of which will bé precisely $10,000,- 
000, . 

Thus Panama .will get her independence 
and the canal, which is what she wants. 
Colombia’ will get the $10,000,000 which she 
was to have received under the terms of 
the Hay-Herran treaty. The United States 
will get the canal. , 

This solution of the difficulty is expected 
to make things comfortable for everybody 
concerned. The bonus of $10,000,000 is ex- 
pected to salve the feelings which are so 
wrought up at Bogota: Panama would un- 
doubtedly . like to/ have the’ money, but it 
is believed that as long as she gets the 
canal’ she will offer né“ebjection to losing 
the bonus. 


ELKINS BEQUEST ILLEGAL. 


$240,000 Left for Masonic Orphans’ 
Home Must Go Into the Reésidu- 
ary Estate.

NORRISTOWN, Penn., Nov. 16.—Neither 
with nor without the consent of the adult 
heirs of William L. Elkins can the interests 
of his minor heirs be ‘transferred, and so 
the Masonic orphans’ home for which Mr. 
Elkins ‘provided $240,000 in his will, at a 
date too late, cafmot be built. The equally 
valuable land on North Broad Street on 
which to erect the home also cannot be de- 
voted to this purpose, 

This is thé purport of a decision reluc- 
tantly reached to-day by Register of Wills 
Groff of Montgomery County. He’ declares 
that that part of Mr. Elkins’s will relating 
to this bequest is inoperative because it was 
not made more. than thirty days before the 
testator's death: The law relating to the 
execution of wills or codicils containing 
charitable or religious bequests stipulates 
that they must be made at least thirty days 
before the death of the: testator. 

The bequest to the Masons for a female 
orphanage is contained“in Codicil No. 4, 
which is dated Oct. 12, 1903. Mr. Elkins 
died on Nov. 7. The amount specified In 
the codicil must accordingly go into the 
residuary estate, as it is impossible, it is 
claimed, for the heirs legally to grant even 
the intention of the testator, they having 
no authority t6 sign ovér the amount be- 
caus® of the two children of William L. 
Elkins, Jr., deceased, both minors, whose 
rights cannot he’ sigmed away by others. ~ 


CRITICISES SOCIETY WEDDINGS 


Baltimore Rector Says They Cause 
Those Who. Cannot Afford Them 
Not to. Use Church for Ceremony.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 16.—The Rev. J. 8. 
B. Hodges, rector’ of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Chureh, which has the richest and mest 
fashionable congregation of any church of 
that denomination in Baltimore, sharply 
criticises the extmmvagance of society wed- 
dings in an article in his parish publica- 
tion just out, and which is circulated 
among the members. ° 

“JT am not writing,” he says, “as the 
rector of St. Paul's or with special refer- 
ence to weddings in St. Paul’s Church, but 
simply as a church member. 

“Church weddings now are ‘great oc- 
casions.” The church is brilliantly lighted 
and decorated with flowers, the most rich 
altar cloths are brought out, regardless of 
the season of the church’s year, and mag- 
nificent palms and tropical plants fill half 
the chancel,, almost obscuring the altar. 
The music must be lively and bright and 
canopies. cover the sidewalk from church 
door to street. 

“This ecclesiastical luxury is more and 
more confined to the few with abundant 
means; the Church ts less and less used for 
this service. One doesnot like to come and 
not haye everything as bright and as beau- 
tiful as it was at such and such a time, 
and more and -more one ts getting to hear 
the expression of,‘ not being able to afford 
a church wedding.” 

“‘How much better for those who might 
have everything to set the example of a 
quiet, unostentatious religious service, so 
that others may feel content and happy to 
do the same. And not only would the re- 
ligious character “of the service be thus 
brought out, but the less would be the num- 
ber of ill-advised and hasty marriages, 
and of consequent divorces.”

He re- 
zeived the usual instructions to prevent in- 
terruption of traffic, but with them went 
this order, which, in view of the date cf the 
telegram, is highly significant:

PROTEST FROM COLOMBIA. 


Senator Frye, President Pro Tem. of 
the Senate, Receives a For- 
mal Letter.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Senator Frye, 
President pro tempore of the Senate, found 
fin his mail this morning a protest from 
President Marroquin and: Secretary Jara- 
millo of the Colombian Government against 
the unfriendly attitude of the United States 
On the Isthmus of Panama. 

At first it was suspected that a joke had 
been attempted by some wag skilled in 

. the Spanish tongue, but it was finally 
@greed that the protest was intended to 
reach the Senate, and had evidently been 
sent with the idea that the President had 
acted in an irregular manner and usurped 
powers in defiance of the Senate and the 
people, and it was necessary to appeal to 
another branch of the Government.

COMPLAINT TO LONDON. 


Colombia Denounces United States, but 
Washington Fears No Interference. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Colombian au- 
thorities have cabled to London a lengthy 
protest against the United States’ action 
toward Panama, in which they claim that 
the “‘main responsibility for the secession 
of anama lies with the United States 
Government, firstly. by fomenting the sep- 
arist spirit, of which there seems to be 
clear evidence; secondly, by hastily ac- 
knowiedging the independence of the re- 

volte: province, and, finally, by preventing 
the Colombian Government from using 
proper means to repress the rebellion.” 

-The cable message goes on to say that 
President Marroquin has energétically pro- 
tested to the United States and wishes that 
his protest should -be’ known throughout 
the civilized world. The President contends 
that the United States has infringed Ar- 
ticle XXXV, of the Treaty of 1846, which, 
he asserts, implies the obligation on the 
Part of the United States to help Colombia 
in maintaining her sovereignty over the 
Isthmus, and adds that the ‘‘ Colombian 
Government repudiates the assumption 


‘that they have barred the way to carrying 
out the canal.”

WASHINGTON, Noy. 16.—It was demon- 
strated beyond doubt this afternoon that 
the President: will have no trouble with the 
Democratic minority in the Senate oyer the 
Panama situation. 

The Democratic Senators met in caucus 
for the fourth time this session, and spent 
over four hours in discovering that they 
could only agree to disagree. .\The contra- 
riety of opinion offered by various Sena- 
tors was expressed in a series of colloquies 
that would .make prime Mterature if con- 
gealed in cold type, 

Mr. Gorman acted as intérlocutor for the 
conservatives and Mr. Bacon for the radlx 
cals, -Senator Morgan, much interested in 
the, Isthmys and the canal, was conspicu- 
ously -absent. 

Senator Carmack offered a resolution de- 
claring it to be the sense of the conference 
that the Spooner-act should be executed; 
that in the ight of -r&cent occurrences, dat- 
ing from the-rejection of the Hay-Herran 
treaty by the.Colombian Senaté, it was evi- 
dent that the only course with regard to an 
Isthmian canal that had the sanction of 
Congress was, the adoption and construc- 
tion of the Nicaraguan canal; that all ef- 
fort under present negotidtiéns, with the 
new Republic of Panama was temporizing 
that would-be-likely to anger the Républics 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica and endanger 
the ultimate prospect of securing a canal 
over the Nicaraguan route; and that unless 
the President-decided to go on and build 
the Nicataguan canal Congress should re- 
peal the Spooner act. 

There were several speeches on this reso- 
lution, Senators, Bailey, Gorman, Carmack, 
and Teller developing their individual ideas 
at length. It “was Glearly evident that the 
resolution would not be agreed to by a 
majority ofthe conference. Senator Gor- 
man appealed to the Senators to unite on 
the Carmack resolution. Senator Teller 
and Senator Dubols seconded him, but to 
no purpose. It was clear the cotton States 
Senators would vote for the Panuma canal. 

Senator Bacon then proposed that it be 
the policy of the Democrats to present and 
urge the adoption of a resolution censur- 
ing the President and the Administration. 
He said that the language of such a reso- 
lution should be savage and biting, as 
that was the only kind that was befitting 
an Administration that would undertake to 
carry out the things that had been under- 
taken by the President and his advisers 
during the past ten days. ‘ 

The proposal sent a thrill of joy through 
the conferencé, but this was soon quenched 
by the inquiry from Mr. Gorman to Mr, 
Bacon as ‘to how he would yote when the 
majority Senators. brought in the treaty 
with the Republic pf Panama. This ques- 
tion preduced a laugh -at the Georgia 
Senator's expensé, and he sat down with 
his resolution in the chair under him. 

At this point Mr. Berry of Arkansas pro- 
posed that the steering committee be asked 
te bring in a plan of harmony, and that 
whatever the committee proposed should 
be binding on all the minority Senators. 
Nothing was said in support of this propo- 
sition except by Mr. Berry. 

Senator Newlands offered a _ resolution 
that a committee of five Senators be desig- 
nated to act with a committee from the 
House to propose a plan of harmony on the 
eanal question; cn the reciprocity. treaty, 
end all other issues likely to tantalize the 
minority in either house during the special 
and regular sessions. 

This suggested too much harmony for the 
greater number of Senators present, and 
received no support. In the course of the 
expressions of views it came out that four 
Senators were so strongly in favor of af- 
firmative action toward ,a canal at any 
point on the Isthmus that they would vote 
with the Administration, even following the 
recent evegts connected with the acquisi- 
tion of the Panama route. These were Sen- 
ators Martin, Simmons, Clay, and Bacoff. 

Senator Martin -surprised his colleagues 
by his statement, for he was one of the five 
Senators who voted against ratification of 
the Hay-Herran treaty last Spring. — 

Senator Bacon wés--mildly accused of 
playing his friénds hot-an0 cpld, ‘after pro- 
posing the censure of the Administration 
and then saying he should vote with the 
President's followets on’ any canal -propo- 
sition that might be offered. 

Mr. Gorman decided at the end of the 
conference to try no longer te bring about 
the reconciliation of the differehces in the 
minc rity, and said he should stand on his 
own views hereafter. He will before long 
define clearly his own position, without 
regure to conference action or further pos- 
sible developments in his party in the Sen- 
ate. He asked that a standing committee 
of five be designated to consider the advisa- 
bility of adopting some lan of common 
and uvited-action, and there the matter was 
aliowed to rest. 

The conference adjourned with the whole 
matter of party .action left, up Mm the air. 

Some of the Senatots who urged united 
action against the President showed a good 
deal ot feeling and came out of the con+ 
ference indignant atthe aftitude of ethers 


who announced. thejr, déterminatign, not to 
enter any*combination ‘te obstruct the real-

BOLIVAR SENDS COMMISSION. 


Three Peace Envoys at Colon Await the 
Representatives of the Panama 
Republic, 


COLON, Nov. 16.—The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Line steamer Scotia, which arrived off 
the coast here at sundown yesterday, flying 
the Colombian flag, and which was be- 
lieved to have on board the Colombian Gen- 
eral, Reyes, and which was boarded by an 
American officer from a steam launch be- 
longing to the United States auxillary 
cruiser Dixie in order to ascertain if the 
Scotia had Colombian troops on board, 
docked here this morning. 

She had among her passengers a number 
of prominent Colombians, who formed a 
Peace Commission from the Department of 
Bolivar. Gen. Reyes Was not on boar4, 
and she did not carry any Colombian troops 

The Commissioners from Bolivar are Dr. 
Francisco Padvon, Dr. E. Parega,~ Sefior 
Fanon Velez, Dr. Nicanor Insignares, and 
Gen. Demetrio Dairla. The two latter are 
from Savanilla, and the former are from 
Cartagena. Dr. Insignares is a. brother of 
the Governor of Bolivar. 

When the Scotia approached her dock the 
Mayflower steamed around and occupied 


a position between her and the dock, and 
she was compelled to anchor in the stream, 
according to her Captain. 

The Commissioners are aboard the May- 


flower this afternoon, awaiting a special 


train from Panama with representatives of 
the Provisional Government. 


VISIT TO PANAMA. JUNTA. 


Rear Admiral Walker and Consul Gud- 
ger Mect De Facto Heads 
of Panama. 


PANAMAy Nov. 16.—Rear Admiral 
Walker, who.is practically President Roose- 
velt’s representative on the Isthmus, and 
Consul General Cudger, who is here to di- 
rect the relations of the United States with 
the de facto Government, called at the 
Palace this afternoon and in the name of 
the United States Government paid their 
respects to the members of the Junta. 

Rear Admiral Walker presented a letter 
from President Roosevelt, and there were 
mutual exchanges of good wishes. “Other- 
wise the visit was quite informal. 

The visit of Rear Admiral Walker and 
Mr. Gudger has been construed by the Jun- 
ta and by the people of Panama as a 
forma! official recognition of the new re- 
public, and has provoked many expres- 
sions of satisfaction and congratulations 
upon the new order of things. Lt is under- 
stood that Admiral Walker will report to 
Preaident Roorevelt upon the 4e9¢hmian -sit- 
uation, and act in an advisofy capacity to 
Mr. Gudger, who is well liked here, Rear 
Admiral Walker returned to Colon this af- 
ternoon, , 

The Junta to-day appointed a commission 
composed of Sefiores Arias and Espinosa to 
proceéd at once to Colon and confer on 


board the United States converted cruiser 
Mayflower with the Colombians who ar- 
rived there last night on what is understood 
to be a peace mission. The so-called Peace 
Commissioners are from the Department of 
Rolivar, but it is not yet known whether 
they are authorized to represent the Bogota 
Government or whether they come on be- 
half of the Department of Bolivar to recog- 
nige the new republic. 

If the Commissioners represent. the Bo- 
gota Government and are properly empow- 
ered to and do recognize the Republic cf 
Panama, the matter of remunération to Co- 
lombia for the loss ofthe Isthmus may be 
broachéd. The Panamanian Commission- 
ers, however, are fully determined to do 
nothing that may in any way weaken the 
position of the young republic or endanger 
the independence of the Isthmus. 


GEN. REYES MAY NOT LAND. 


Colombian Officer Must Negotiate at 
Panama on Board American 
Warship. 


Special to The New York Times. ; 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—When Gen, 
Reyes arrives at the Isthmus of Panama 
to bring the revolted republic back to its 
allegiance, he will not be permitted to 
land. A very courteous offer will be ex- 
tended to‘him to conduct his negotiations 
on an American warship, which will be 
placed at his service for that purpose. 
He will have to do all his - negotiating 
“there, and not ashore. 

Reyes is tremendossly popular on the 
Isthmus, and the Panama authorities, it 
is said, fear the effect of the presence 
there of Marroquin’'s successor-designate 
in the Presidency. 

He will be asked to produce his creden- 
tials as envoy to the Panama Republic. 
Qf course he will not be able to produce 
them, for the Colombian Government has 
not recognized Panama asa nation. When 
he fails to produce the credentials, the 


Panama authorities will refuse to let him 
land. 


HERRAN ASKS INSTRUCTIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.-—-Dr. Herran, 
the Colombian Chargé d’ Affaires, has cabled 
hig Government that he is isolated here 


and asking for immediate instructions. He 


received a cablegram dated Nov. 10 from 
an official of the Bogota Government, but 
it was of a personal nature and made no 
reference to the Isthmian matter. 


BIG RUSH OF COTTON.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 16.—Advices from 
Jackson, Miss, state that the rush of cot- 
ton to the princépal market towns during 
the past ten days has been most remark- 
able. Warehouses and platforms haye been 
filled to overflowing throughout the State, 
and streets, alleys, and back lots are piled 
high with cotton bales awaiting transpor- 
tation to export points of Eastern mills. 

Rumors to the effect that there is a 
tendency among cotton growers, especially 
the large planters, to hold their cotton, are 
without foundation. Careful inquiry re- 
veals the fact that country stocks are only 
normal and the only delay to the interior 
movement is caused by the scarcity of cars, 
some of the railroads being unable to im- 
mediately supply enough rolling stock to

THE SHOW IN THE RING. 
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Large Proportion of the Day’s Interest 
ing Events Furnished by Jumping «~ 
and Harness Horses, 


Jumping and harness horse classes made 
up a big part of the opening day's pro- 
gramme, diversified as it was, and with the 
first competition of the exhibition it was 
made évident that jumping was to be more 
than ever before a feature of the show. 

The first class called brought into the ring 
the largest field that will compete in the 
course of the show, and one of the largest 
that has been judged since the inception of 
the exkibition, for big as is the ring, the 
judges were compelled to. divide the fifty- 
three entries into three sections in order 
to give reasonable opportunity for the com- 
petitors to show their ability. This was an 
open contest, which called for jumping 
merit alone, the decision resting entirely on 
performances over fences, 

It brought out a great number of horses 
entirely new to the metropolitan show ring, 
but good as was the average of the ani- 
mals shown, nearly all being ridden by 
professional riders, the jumping was not 


startling for its excellence. The «gloom 
weather and the deceptive light that fil- 


tered through the glass-covered roof were 
responsible chiefly for the faults shown 
by horses accustomed to jumping in the 
open air, but the very uncertainty as to 
how the new comers and green show horses 
would*take to new conditions added to the 
interest that the horsy crowd ‘found in 
the trials. ‘Under the circumstances, it was 
,only natural that there was sent diversity 
of opinion and that the judges, who weeded 
out the horses that were found wanting, 


in squads of a half dozen to a dozen at @ 
time, came in for more criticism than usual. 
After the gate had eliminat all but @ 
dozen of the contenders, the ht for the 
blue ribbon narrowed down to the good 
looking and clever bay mare Sweet ve 
ender, shown by Crow and Murray, George 
ponper.s Myopia, and. Ki Edward and 
E. “H. .Weatherbee’s Rupe Sweet Lav- 
ender in the end getting the decision, with 
Myopia second, 
wo other Jumping classes were judged 
in the course of 'the day, and in both of the 
latter classes showed the. fencers to bet- 
ter advantage, @s the trials there were 
held in artificial light, which though new 
to a of the horses was less confusing 
than e uncertain gloom that hung over 
the ring in the forenoon.

for qualified hunters an excellent ring of 
well schooled” horses ridden by the most 
ekiliful riders in attendance at the show. 
both amateur and professional, competed 
over double jumps,.and stirred the specta- 
tors ta lively applause. The e ribbon 
went to the Canadian horse Dublin, owned 
by Odom Heck, with a giant hunter from 
Staten Island, the seventeen-hands Sir 
Roderick, owned by the Hart brothers, a

The show of four-in-hands, which proved

His Practical Christianity Strongly 

'«Dwelt Upon at Washington 
Church Anniversary. 


- WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—In connection 
With the centennial anniversary of. the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian’ Church “in this 
city to-night a public meeting was held, 
which was attended by many of the best- 
known officials in the city. They included 
President Roosevelt, Secretaries Hay, Shaw, 
Moody, Hitchcock, and Cortelyou, Attorney 
General Knox,-the greater number of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States, and Senator Frye. 

The President and Secretary Hay occu- 

' pled the Lincoln pew, and both had some- 
thing to say of the martyred. President, 
Secretary hay’s brief.address being con- 
fined exclusively to that topic. Justice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court presided. 

““The American of 1803,” the date of the 
foundation of the church, was the topic of 
an adddress by Dr. John Bach McMaster of 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

President Roosevelt's speech was as fol- 
lows: 

““My Justice: I think that the recital of 
Prof. McMaster has left in the minds of all 
of us the feeling that while we revere our 
ancestors we are not wholly discontented 
that we live in the present day. 

*““To each generation comes its allotted 
task, and no generation is to be excused for 
failure to perform that task. No genera- 
tion can claim as an excuse for such fail- 
ure the fact that it is not guilty of the 
sins of the preceding generation. It was a 
6urprise to me, I.suppose it was a surprise 
to many of us, to realize that a hundred 


ears ago; in the days of the fathers, the 
Ot of the poor debtor was so hard. 

- ‘“JIt seems incredibje to us now that there 
could have been such callousness to the 
leserved human suffering then. I hope 
cerely that a century hence it will seem 
equally incredible to the American of that 
generation that there should be corruption 
and venality in public life. We can divide, 
and must divide, on party lines as regards 

‘ n estions, as regards the deepest, 
@s regards the vital questions. 

7.'* We-cannot afford to divide, and I have 
the* right to challenge the best effort of 
every American worthy of the name to put- 
tirig down by every means in his power 
corruption ih private life, and above all 
corruption in public life. d, remember, 
you, the people of this government by the 
ople; that while the public servant, the 
egislator, the executive officer, the Judge, 
are not to be excused if they fall short of 
their duty, yet that their doing their duty 
mnot avail unless you do yours. 

*“In -the last resort we have to depend 
upon the jury drawn from the people to 
cenvict the scoundrel who has tainted our 

ublic life, and unless that jury does its 
, duty, unless it is backed by the public senti- 
ment of the people, all the work of legis- 
lator, of executive officer, of judicial offi- 
cer is for naught. 

“Mr. Justice, a man would be a poor citi- 
zen of this country if he could sit in Abra- 
ham Lincoln's pew and not feel the solemn 
sense of the associations borne in upon 
him; and I wish to thank the people of this 
church for that reverence for the historic 
past, for the sense of historic continuity 
which: has made them keep this pew un- 
changed,-and I hope it will remain un- 
changed in this church as long as our coun- 
try endures. 

““We have not too many monuments of 
the past, and let us seep every Httle bit of 
association with thet which is highest and 
best of the past as a reminder to us equally 
of what we owe to those who have gone 
before and of how we should show our ap- 

, Preciation. This evening I sit in this pew 
of Abraham Lincoln's, together with Abra- 
ham Lincoln's private secretary, who for 
my great good fortune now serves as Sec- 
retary of State in my Cabinet. 

« .*CIf -ever there-lived a President who, 
during -his time of service, needed all. of 
cconsolation.uand.of. strength that he could 
,draw-from the unseen powers above him it 
ewas Abrah&im Lincoln—sad, patient, mighty 
Tjncoin, who worked and suffered for the 
péople and when he had lived for them to 
g0od end, gave his life at the end. If ever 
there was a man who practically applied 
“what is taught in our churehes, it was 
Abraham Lincoln. 

“The other day I was rereading, on the 
suggestion of Mr. Hay, a little speech, not 
often quoted of his, yet which seems to me 
one of the most remarkable that he ever 
made, delivered right after his re-election, 
I think, to a body of serenaders who had 
come, if my memory is correct, from Balti- 
more, or Maryland, and called for an ad- 
dress from him from the White House. 

“It is extracrdinary to read that speech, 
and to realize that the man who made it 
had que come successfully through a great 
political contest, in which he felt that so 
much was at stake for the Nation that he 
had no time to think whether or not any- 
thi was at stake for himself. 

“The speech is devoid of the least shade 
of. bitterness. There is not a word of un- 
seemly triumph over those who have been 
defeated. There is not a word of glorifi- 
cation of himself. or in any improper sense 
of his party. There is an earnest appcul, 
now that.the election is over, now that the

the speech he uses a thoroughly ‘Lincoln- 
like phrase when he says: ‘I have not 
willingly planted a thorn in the breast of 
amy man,’ thus trying to make clear that 
he had nothing to say against any opponent, 
no bitterness toward any opponent; ‘that all 

wished was that those who opposed him 
ould join with those who favored him 
in working toward a common end. 

“It would be trite to say anything about 
Lincoln, and yet I am going to point to one 
thing: In reading his works and speeches, 
his_ addresses, one is struck’by the fact that 
as he went higher and higher all personal 
bitterness seemed to die out of him. In the

; the man was in the arena, and as the 
ws were given and taken you could see 
now and then that he had a feeling against 
his gategonict. 

** When “he became President and faced 
the crisis that he had to face, from that 
time on I do not think that you can find an 
expression, a speech of Lincoln, a word of 
Lincoln, written or spoken, in which bitter- 
ness is shown to any man. His devotion to 
the cause was so great that he neither 
could. nor would, have feeling against any 
individual. 

“In closing, Mr. Justice, let me say, in

Other Probable Appointees orf the State 
Expert Canal Commission Said to 
be Prof. Col. T. W. 
Symons, and Palmer C. 
Ricketts. 


Burr, 


Gov. Odell, who arrived in New York last 
night and is stopping at the Republican 
Club, has caused dt to be known among 
the friends of the one-hundred-and-one- 
million-dollar barge Canal plan that they 
no Jonger have anything to fear because of 
his opposition to the improvement. On the 
best of authority it now is said that the 
Governor has abandoned all his former op- 
position and has buried his personal views 
in the matter, determining to abide by the 
vote of the people, as expressed, at the 
polls on Novy. 3, and he will from now on 
use all his efforts toward the speedy carry- 
ing out of the big project. 


About the Republican Club last night it 
became known that no additional survey 
of the line of the proposed canal will be 
necessary before the real work can be be- 
gun, in spite of the fact that Justice (then 
Controller) Nathan L. Miller expressed the 
belief that this would be necessary, when 
in the city two weeks ago. According to 
the general plan now semi-officially an- 
nounced, bonds will be authorized and is- 
sued early in the new year for the purpose 
of going forward with the canal work. It 
is said that nothing like opposition in the 
Legislature, or from any other source, 
will be tolerated by the Republican offi- 
cials. 

At the present time the Governor Is se- 
riously considering the make-up of the 
commission .of five experts which will be 
appointed to act in an advisory capacity, 
anda while his presence in New York at this 
time is principally to attend the Chamber 
of Commerce ceremonies to-day, he will 
take advantage of the opportunity to dis- 
cuss the appointments with canal men and 
politicians. 

To a large extent the membership of this 
commission is regarded as settled. Prof. 
William H. Burr of Columbia University is 
believed to be likely for one of the appoint- 
ments. Prof. Burr is a warm’ personal 
friend of Mayor Low, and was named by 
the Mayor as a member of the special com- 
mission on additional water supply. Mayor 
Low is understood to have recommended 
him for appointment by the Governor. 

Police Commissioner Greene is generally 
understood to be a probable second ap- 
pointee unless the President calls on him 
to serve as a member of the Panama Canal 
Commission. Gen. Greene is an engineer, 
having graduate@ from West Point and 
served in the Engineer Corps of the regular 
army. Col. Thomas W. Symons of the 
Engineer Corps of the regular army is be- 
lieved to be another man likely for ap- 
pointment by the Governor. almer C. 
Ricketts, Director of the Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute, and another barge canal 
enthusiast, is also suggested. 

The engineers named by the Governor 
for this post will serve at-a salary to be 
fixed ~ the Governor and act as an ad- 
visory board to the State Engineer and 
the State Superintendent of Public Works, 
in. whose charge the canal improvement 
work will be lodged. 

While at the Republican Club last night 
Gov. Odell was asked-whether at any time 
during his public utterances he had said 
that he would not be a candidate for re- 
nomination and re-election next Fall. 

**‘No, I have not made any such state- 
ment at any time,’’ said the Governor. 

‘t Well. Governor, will you be a candi- 
date?’ he was asked.

TYPHOID WIPES OUT FAMILY. 


Priest Who Attended Sick Woman and 
Her Parents, Sister, and Uncle Die 
Within Two Weeks. 


Through an announcement yesterday that 
there was going to be a triple funeral 
to-day from thg Church of St. Vincent de 
Paul, in North Sixth Street, Williamsburg, 
it became known that five members of a 
well-known family in the Fourteenth Ward 
had died within a short time of each other, 
that another member was dying, and that 
a priest who had administered spiritual 
blessing to the first victim had succumbed 
to the same disease. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Lylia Madden, who 
lived with her husband and their only child 
in Warren Street, Brooklyn, was taken ill 
with typhoid pneumonia and.was removed 
to St. Peter’s Hospital, where the Rev. 
Father Doran, pastor of St. Peter’s Church, 
administered spiritual consolation to her. 
Mrs. Madden died on the following Fri- 
day, and was buried a week ago Sunday 
in Calvary Cemetery. The priest contract- 
ed pneumonia and died last Tuesday. The 
child of Mrs. Madden also became ill and 
is dying. 

The dead woman's father, Peter Hickey 
of 100 Roebling Street, and mother and 
her sister Marguerite, as well as her uncle, 
John Hickey of 135 North Sixth Street, 
occupied one coach when they attended 
the funeral. After the funeral each was 
taken ill with typhoid pnéumonia. The four 


were removed to St. Peter’s Hospital, 
where the father died last Wednesday, and 
while his funeral was going on Saturday 
morning from the Church of 8t. Vincent 
de Paul, his brother John died in the same 
hospital. On Saturday afternoon the mother 
died, and in the evening her daughter Mar- 
guerite. 

It was decided to have a triple funeral 
from the church to-day, at which all the 
priests attached to the parish will offici- 
ate at the requiem mass. The interment 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. 

An only son of Peter Hickey, who had 
been estranged from his father, learned 
yesterday of the sudden death of his father, 
mother, and two sisters and uncle, and it 
prostrated him.

Senator Clark’s Daughter’s Proceeding 
Being Conducted with Secrecy. 


Dr. Everett Mallory Culver is being sucd 
by his wife, who is a daughter of United 
States Senator William A. Clark of Mon- 
tana, for absolute divorce. The proceed- 
ings are being conducted with the utmost 
secrecy, and the name of the referee who 
is hearing the evidence, as well as the 
co-respondents named, are withheld by the 
lawyers in the suit. Henry G. Atwater of 
48 Cedar Street is counsel for Mrs. Culver, 
and George H. Taylor, who has offices in 
the same building, is the defendant's coun- 
sel. 

Mr. Atwater said yesterday that the suit 
was begun last July in the regular way by 
the service of a summons and complaint, 
to which Dr. Culver filed an answer deny- 
ing all the specific allegations, and then a 
referee was appointed to take the testi- 
mony.

._ Brick Presbyterian .Church sat. 10. 0’clock 
this morning, the Board of Aldermen will 
be represented by Aldermen McCall, Par~- 
tons, Sullivan, Doull, Gass, Stewart, Owen, 
Willett, Vice Chairman McInnes, and Pres- 
ident Fornes. This.committee was’ an- 
nounced last night by President “ornes. 
The Finance Department and the Park De- 
partmefit also will be represented by dele- 
gations, because of Mr. Green's connec- 
tidns with these departmefits. The socie- 
ties to be represented are the New York 
Public Library, the Society for the Preven- 
tior, of Cruelty to Children, the University 
of the City of New York, the American 

~ Scenic and Historic Preservation Society, 
the New York Juvenile Asylum, the Amer- 
jean Museum of Natural History, the 
American Geographical Society, the New 
York Historical Society, the Sons of the 
American Revolution, the Legal Aid Soci- 
ety, and the New York Zoological Society. 

Officials and employes of the Finance De- 
partment met yesterday afternoon in the 
Stewart Building and listened’ to eulogies 
on Mr. Green, who at one time was City 
Controller. Resolutions apropos of his 
death also were passed, Deputy Controller 
N. Taylor Phillips calling the meeting to 
order at 4 o'clock. Controller Grout was 
present, having returned from the South 
but half an hour hefore. When the mem- 
bers of the department had gathered Mr. 
Phillips said: 

“We are met this afternoon to honor the 
memory of New York’s first citizen, An- 
drew H. Green—to pay our tribute of re- 
spect to one whose whole life was unself- 
ishly devoted to the objects of making the 
City of New York a better place in which 
to dwell and the inculcation of the loftiest 
ideals of civic virtue in those who have se- 
lected it for a residence. Although for 
many years he occupied no public office, he 
was the quiet guiding spirit of many ad- 
ministrations of the City Government, and 
his loss can be perhaps best expressed in 
the’ words, ‘The Greater New York has 
lost its father." Lovable, gentle, and kind 
im his personal relations*with men, but a 
giant in deferise of truth, honor, and reécti- 
tude, his superb example will live as an-in- 
spiration to future generations of the City 
of New York.” 

When Mr. Phillips had concluded he re- 
linquished the chair to Mr. Grout,’ who 
said: 

‘Gentlemen, it is a painful duty which 
brings us here. Many of you have known 
Mr. Green personally. There are a num- 
ber still in the departmgnt who were: here 
with him thirty years ago, and inasmuch 
as his record was one of the best of the 
records in this department, and inasmuch 
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as under him the department became more’ 


of a power in the city, government than 
it ever had been before, it seemed peculiar- 
ly proper thdt’the mémbers of the depart:

Green. The resolutions were adopted and 
a committee of twelve of the older em- 
ployes of the department named to repre- 
sent the office at the funeral services.

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|THE LOGIA AT BL-HIBEH 
Text of New-Found Sayings of 


NEW YORK 


Christ Eagerly Awaited. 


Scripture Scholars Reluctant to Accept 
Interpretations at Variance with 
New Testament Texts. 


Theologians, students, Egyptologists, and 
archaeologists await with interest the pub- 
lication in England of Part IV. of the Ox- 
yrhyncus Papyri, as it will contain the text 
of the newly discovered Logia, or sayings 
of Christ, and other papyri which were tak- 
en from a mound at El-Hibeh, Egypt, by 
Drs. Grenfell and Hunt. None was found 
yesterday who would accept as absolutely 
correct the translation of the most impor- 
tant Logion and the variations of New 
Testament texts. While it- was admitted 
that the finders were men in whom implicit 
confidence could be placed, they preferred 
to wait for the Greek text before giving 
any but general opinions on the subject. 

“ There is,” said the Rev. James E. Frame 
of the Union Theological Seminary, ‘‘ noth- 
ing particularly new in the dispatch from 
London. It was known of in a general way, 
but not in detail, last July. Prof. Deiss- 
mann, in his review of the Oxyrhyncus 
Papyri, Part. III., in the Théologische Lit- 
uraturgeitung, Oct. 24, 1903, calls attention 
to the statement of Drs. Grenfell and Hunt 
fn the weekly edition of The London Times 
of July 3, 1908, that the fourth part of the 
Oxyrhyncus Papyri was to be published in 
the course of a year and would contain: 

a) “A new fragment with sayings of 
Jesus (probably third century) similar to 
the so-called Logia fragment, or Oxyrhyncus 
of 1897, which appeared in Part I. of Oxy- 
rhyncus Papyri; (2) the largest papyrus 
fragment of the New Testament yet ex- 
tant—a considerable part of the Epistle to 
the Hebrews, and (3) a very old fragment 
of the Septudgint—Genesis. 

“What has been cabled over came no 
doubt of the séance of the Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund, and Drs, Grenfell and Hunt told 
of their find in the Ptolomaic necropolis, 
not, it appears, Oxyrhyncus. They said 
enough to make up the material of the 
message, but hardly told of the extent of 
the result of this exploration of the mound. 
When Part IV. of Oxyrhyncus Papyri ap- 
pears, we shall no doubt have the context 
of the Logia supplied in case of mutilation, 
Students will use their own judgment on 
seeing the Greek text thus completed fn in- 
dorsing or disputing the translations that 
have come to us. At\present we do not 
know whether the translation is literal or 
free. We have to wait for the Greek text, 
which will come in Part IV. of the Oxy- 
rhyncus Papyri. 

“The most important of the papyri, if the 
report from London is correct, is the new 
Logion: 

“* Let not him that seeketh cease from 
his search until he finds, and when he 
finds he shall wonder; wondering he shall 
reach the kingdom, i. e., the kingdom. of 
heaven, and when he reaches the kingdom 
hé shall have rest.’ 4

should be others in Part IV., but we have 
the great majority of the sayings of Jesus

Prof. Francis Brown of this seminar 
said that the subject was not in his field, 
the Old Testarrent. He, however, knew 
Dr. Grenfell, and if he had been correctly 
quoted the subject was of great interest to 
Biblical stucents. 

Another professor of the. seminary 
quoted as follcws: 


is 


‘“‘If the papyri are as old as they are said 
to be they are of unusual interest and 
significance, and wil. aid our understand- 
ing of the ether sayings of Christ: I have 
some knowledge, however, of Dr. Bernard 
P. Grenfell, who, at the general meeting of 
the Egypt Expioration Fund in London on 
Friday, gave the details that have been 
published, and I have little doubt that the 
papyri are as represented. They will be 
very valuable from their alternate render- 
ings of the accepted texts. 
in Oxyrhyncus, or, as it is. now calied, 
Behnesa, Egypt, eight sayings of Jesus— 
couplets or triplets, as the new ones appear 
to be—were discovered in 1897. 

“The present, I believe, is the first dis- 
covery of a similar nature since that year. 
Of course it will be virtually impossible to 
pass any judicial esfimate on these new 
sayings until after they shall have been 
published in authoritative form, The new 
sayings, .l assume, largely complement 
those of the Sermon on the Mount. I ex- 
pect, although I have not seen this fact 
mentioned in the London dispatches, that 
the geyines are in Greek, as were the Logia 
of 1897. 

“What scholars are ever fondly hoping 
for, however, is the discovery of Hebrew 
papyri, for, as I think, the original Hebrew 
Gospels, and, for instance, the Gospel of 
St. atthew, with the commentary of 
Papius, a Christian-of the secorid century, 
are still missing. Scholars are divided as 
to whether the original Gospels were writ- 
ten in Hebrew or Aramaic, but personally 
I incline to the former view. I am bound 
to admit that the chances of finding He- 
brew originals are very slim, as they prob- 
ably were buried in Palestine or Syria, 
where the damp climatic conditions, unlike 
those prevailing in Egypt, where the air 
is dry, are inimical to preservation,”’ 

Prof. Solomon Schecher, M. A. Litt. D., 
President of the Faculty of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America, who was 
Reader of Rabbinic in the University of 
Cambridge and Professor of Hebrew in the 
University of London. said:

of the subject. When a trustworthy repro- 
duction of the text of the discoveries at 
El-Hibeh appears I shall be tn a better posi- 
tion to say something.”

MISSING PRIEST FOUND. 


Father Cirringione Tells Story of 
How He Was Kidnapped, 


Wandering Near East River, Dazed and 
Hysterical, When Recognized — 
Police Still. Think Worry 
Unsettied His Mind. 


Dazed and hysterical, and with every oth- 
er evidence of a man who has faced an ex- 
treme of terror, the Rev. Giuseppe Cirrin- 
gione, rector of the Roman Catholic Church 
of the Immaculate Conception at William's 
Bridge, whe disappeared mysteriously from 
his home in that place Friday night after 
receiving three threatening letters from 
what purported to be a band of kidnappers, 
was found wandering at First Avenue and 
Fifty-first Street, close to the East River 
shore, at 3:30-o'clock yesterday morning. 
He -was discovered by Policeman Joseph 
Cooke, who recognized him from descrip- 
tion as the missing priest. Father Cirrin- 
gione threw himself into his arms as he 
went to meet him, 

“They have robbed me and they will kill 
me. Protect me!” he cried. The clergy- 
man's legs shook and, calling help, Cooké 
and another half carried, half led him to the 
Hast Fifty-first Street Station, where his 


identity was confirmed by Sergt. Mulcahy, 
who but recently was transferred from the 
Wakefield Station and knew Father Ctrrin- 
gione quite weil. 

“Father Joseph’ was in no condition to 
make a statement. They laid him on a 
cCuch in the Sergeant’s, office and sent for 
an ambulance from Flower Hospital, which 
came with Dr. Edward S. Loizeau, ‘“ Hys- 
teria,”"’ was his diagnosis, but the priest 
was so frantic that the surgeon remained 
with him for more than two hours, until he 
saw him in charge of an ambulance sur- 
geon from St. Vincent's Hospital, to which 
he was taken at the behest of several 
priests hastily summoned from the cathe- 
drai, who believed their colleague had best 
© to a Roman Catholic institution. Dr. 
oizeau's observations of the patient went 
far to confirm the story that the priest 
told in broken, incoherent sentences a few 
hours later, under the ey Gneetonns 
of his close friend, Civil Justice George 
Roesch, who hurried to him at once. 


FATHER JOSEPH'S STORY. 


Feather Cirrigione said that when sum- 
moned by a man who claimed to be a de- 
tective Friday night, he walked with him 
around the corner from the rectory, and 


after going about a block they came to a 
carriage. He had asked his companion to 
Ict him call one of his assistants, but the 
other said that wou “spoil the police 
game."? They hada prisorer bound in the 
they wanted Father Joseph 
to identify him if possible as a writer of 
the threatening letters, he said. In the 
Carriage was a man who appeared tied 
vith ropes. zee priest gaid he.got in, and 
the other followed and shut the door. The 
first man asked to see the revolver which 
he had. bought to protect himself from kid- 
tuappers, and he no sooner showed it than 
it Was taken away. Then the man in the 
ropes shook them off. 

ather Joseph said he struck him, but

carriage, when one of them held to his 
nestrils a cloth with a pungent odor. It 
was then but a few minutes after 8 o'clock 
, hnd he then lost all knowl- 


the police. He thought the stuff was prob- 
ably. chloroform, and he awoke sick with 
a buzzing head to find himself in what ap- 
peared to be'acellar. It wus a dingy room, 
meanly furnished, and lit only by a red lan- 
tern, such as are hung about street ab- 
structions at night. 

The men took from him, he said, his gold 
watch and chain, his richly mounted ebony 
cane, and between $250 and $270 in money, 
$200 of which he had put aside from the 
earnings of his five sisters, who deposited 
their money with him each week, as a mar- 
for Marianna, one of the 

irls, who is about to be married. The men 
lercely demanded $3,000, the sum orig- 
inally asked in the letters, which they now 
told him they had heard he had received 
toward the church he was about to build. 

He said he had a good opportunity to sur- 
vey his captors. Only one of them, he de- 
clared, was an Italian, and to him he ad- 
dressed himself, begging for his life. This 
man shed tears at times. The man whom 
he had~« struck in the carriage, he said, 
wanted to kill him and bury him beneath 
the-cellar floor, but the others opposed this, 
saying that the city was so excited by their 
crime that they would surely be detected. 

Dr. Loizeaux declared that Father Joseph 
could not have been shamming. “If he 
were, his place is at the head of the dra- 
matic profession and not in the priest- 
hood,”’ he said. 

The surgeon declared that when he saw 
him there were marks of the ropes~ upon 
his wrists, deep, but not sufficient to cause 
lacerations. 

Soon after Dr. Loizeaux returned to Flow- 
er Hospital four gy Ree Italians ap- 
peared there and demanded to see the 

riest. The clerk, looking over the books, 
ailed to find his name and assured. the 
callers that he was not in the hospital. 
They became abusive and were ordered 
away. But little notice was taken of their 
appearance. 


POLICE DOUBT THE STORY. 


Notwithstanding the story of Father Jo- 
seph, the police still affect to believe that 
he was not kidnapped, but that worry over 
the poor prospects of going ahead With his 
church building operations in his commu- 
nity and overwork caused.his mind to be- 
come unsettled, and that hé wandered away 
and had since ‘remained in the house of 
friends or perhaps in a furnished room un- 
der an asstimed name. They placed the 
threatening letters in the hands of. Hand- 
writing Expert David N. Carvalho of 265 
Broadway late Sunday night, together with 
about twenty lines of what they said was 
the priest's natural writing. Late yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Carvalho said: 

“The most that I can now say is. that as 
far as I have gone everything points in the 
direction of the -handwriting which has 
been submitted to me as the handwriting 
of .the priest peing. the writing of the per- 
son who wrote the so-called threatenin 
letters. I will have more of the alleged 
handwriting of the priest before I make 
my conclusion.”’ 

x. J. Gulotta, of the firm of Keve & Gu- 
lotta, 206 Broadway, lawyers, who repre- 
sent Father Joseph, and have been nego- 
tiating a building loan to raise funds for 
the church, Napa te received the follow- 
ing written in red ink: 

Mr. Gulotta: You shall stop interfering with 
Rev, Cirringione investigation about his disap- 
pearance.

This was the signature of the letters 
addressed to Father Joseph, which caused 
him a pee apparent tribulation just be- 
‘or sappearance. 
. Carmine Cipolla, a William's Bridge con- 
tractor,- yesterday filed a mechanic's lien 
for: $2, against Father Cirringione, as 
rector; for building materials and mason 
work. This, it was explained, was due to 
misunderstanding about the amount of 
the contract for Noy, I the cellar of 
the church, which Father Joseph stijl ex- 
pected to settle amicably when he disap- 
peared.

' WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The intention 
of the Republican majority in the House 
to foree a vote on the Cuban Reciprocity 
bil ~without allowing the minority too 
t™mych latitude.in debate was put into effect 
to-day. Representative Dalzell offered a 
rule providing that the bill reported from 
the Ways and Means Committee should be 
considered to the exclusion of all other 
business until 4 o’clock Thursday, when a 
vote should be taken without intervening 
motion.” 

A strong protest to this course was im- 
mediately entered by Mr. Williams on be- 
half of the Democratic members. The 
leader of the minority declared that the 
Proposed rule would be the most drastic 
ever introduced in the House. He said that 
the amendment which it was the intention 
to offer proposed to strike out the ‘‘ double- 
berreled ” pledge contained in the bill. Mr. 
Williams was applauded when he asserted 
that the bill would tear down one-fifth of 
the schedules built up by the Republicans. 

Mr. De Armond (Dem., Mo.) spoke in op- 
position to the adoption of the rule that 
shut off amendment. He desired to amend 
it, 

Mr. Dalzell, replying to the charge that 
the rule was extraordinarily drastic, re- 
‘verted to the time when the Wilson Dill 
Was pending, Mr. Crisp being Speaker, 

that he commended the minority to 
@ study of their own parliamentary history. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) said the minority 
wanted to mutilate the billand say it is a 
ehild of theirs, “‘ but,” he said, “we don't 
want a child of that kind born in this 
house.”

He said that no harm 
would-be wrought to the sugar industry 
by the legislation now proposed, and like- 
wise the tobacco industry could not be 
harmed by the proposed new arrangement.

CUBAN BUDGET FOR 1904. 


Transmitted by President Palma to Con- 
gress—Income Estimated at $18, 
899,600 and Expenses at 
$17,824,000. 


HAVANA, Nov. 16.—President Palma> 
transmitted to Congress to-day the budget 
for the fiscal year of 1904. 
The income for the year is estimated at 
$18,899,600 and the expenses at $17,924,000. 
The principal items of income estimated 
are: Customs, $14,746,500; interior taxes, 
$610,000; postal and telegraph, $500,000, The 
largest item of expense is that for the In- 
terior Department, which includes military 
charities and various other services, the es- 
timates for which approximate. $4,980,000. 
The cost of ‘public instruction, much of 
which, including expenditures for ,univer- 
sity and “technical education, is still paid 
by the General Government in Accdrdance 
with orders;i8sued during the period of in- 
tervention, is estimated abi$3,751,000. Pub- 
lic works, in@luBive of new'roads and 
bridges, are estimated -to-edst $3,032,000, 
Other items of expense include the month- 
ly charge for interest payments on the 
projected loan of $35,000,000 and ‘also the 
expenses of collecting the taxes for which 
the loan law provides, The fixed expenses 
for, Congréss and the courts are not in-' 
cluded in the budget, because the propor- 
tion of the general taxes from which these 


expenses are to be met has not yet been de- 
termined. 

In a message accompanying the budget 
President. Palma says the Government be- 
lieves that nothing could better, promote 
agriculture and the National prosperity 
than the construction of good roads, fur- 
nishing easy and economical transporta- 
tion to shipping points. The President says 
that the expenses of the Customs Depart- 
ment are only 5% per cent. of what it col- 
lects, It points out that the imports Jast 
year amounted to $4,400,000 more than the 
previous year, while the exports exc ed 
those of the year before by $24,000,000,

NOT “A COSTLY LUXURY.” 


Quartermaster General Resents Defini- 
tion of Army Transport Service 
Given in an Official Report. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 16,—‘‘It has been 
thought proper in an official report to re- 
fer to the army transport service as ‘a 
most costly luxury,’” says C, F, Hum- 
phrey, Quartermaster General of the army, 
in his annual report to the Secretary of 
War, which was issued to-day. “ As to its 
costliness I submit actual figurés and 
facts. I do not know in what reSpect the 
service can be looked upon as a luxury, un- 
less reference is madé to the excellénce of 
the enlisted men's accommodations: If it 
be a luxury to furnish ‘our enlisted men 
with the class of accommodations how pro- 


, vided on all @f the army transports, then 


I favor the continuance of that luxury. 

“In my opinion the transport service 
needs no defense whatever. I for one do 
not claim that there is any ‘inexorable 
military necessity’ for its continuance, but 
I submit that the service is unquestionably 
a very valuable and economical ‘military 
convenience.”’ . 

The total difference in favor of transport 
service for a year is placed at $2,248,439 in 


the report. Interisland transport. service 
for the year cost $939,606 in the Phflippine 
Archipelago, while the cost of transporting 
the same number of passengers ani- 
mals, and the.same amount of fréfght and 
mail under the prevailing tariff rates of the 
Philippines steamship companies, the re- 
port says, would have been 1,027,877.

THE NEGRO POINT OF VIEW. 


Prof. Kelly Miller’s Address to Congre- 
gational Ministers—Discusses Edu- 
cational Phase of the Negro 
Problem. 


Kelly Miller, Professor of Mathematics at 
Howard University of Washington, D. C., 
made the chief address yesterday at the 
meeting of the Congregational ministers; 
held in the Hotel Chelsea, 224 West Twen- 
ty-third Street. His topic was ‘‘ The Ne- 
gro Problem of To-day from the Negro 
Standpoint.” 

Previous to the address the ministers 
elected the following officefs for the en- 
suing year: The Rev. F. A. Johnson, New 
Milford, Conn., President; the Rev. C. C. 
Creegan, New York, Vice President; Exec- 
utive Committee, L. F. Berry, Stamford; 
Cc. C. Hesselgrave,. Chatham, N. J., and 
F. B. Makepeace, New York. 

The Rev. Louis F. Berry, the retiring 
President, introduced Prof. Miller, who 
said in part: 

“ Demagogues with more craftiness than 
conscience have tnaugurated a deliberate 
campaign to. fix upon the negro an evil 
reputation, They sieze on the most das- 
tardly deeds of the most vicious individu- 
als to invoke the implacable spirit of race 
hatred and to keep the ignorant white 
people obedient to their will. It ft al- 
together probable that assaults by negroes 
are not more frequent than among the 
more degraded classes of the white 


race. It has been stated on good author- 


ity that white men in the City of Chicago 
commit more assaults than are attrib- 
uted to the whole negro population.

GEN. SHERMAN EULOGIZED 


Ex-Speaker Henderson Lauds the 
Commander’s Career. 


Gen. Woodford Tells Lafayette Camp 
Veterans That This Country Must 
Never Be a Nation of Conquest 
—B. J. Greenhut Toastmas- 
ter at the Dinner, 


Lafayette Camp No. 140, Division of New 
York, Sons of Veterans, met last night at 
the Hotel Marlborou at a dinner, where, 
at the conclusion of the menu, they were 
addressed by ex-Speaker David B. Hender- 
son, Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, and others. 
The topic of the evening was “Gen. W. T. 
Sherman."’ The intermissions in the speak- 
ing were made enjoyable by the songs of 
the veteran glee club of the Hamilton 
Post. 

Just before coffee was served the follow- 
ing officers were elected: Captain—John 
V. B. Clarkson; First Lieutenant—Raphael 
Tobias; Second Lieutenant—W. I. Scandlin; 
First Sergeant—Henry B. Cocheu; Quarter- 
master Sergeant—Henry M:;Davis; Chap- 
lain—the Rey. F. C. H. Wendel. The mem- 
bers of the camp council selected were P. 
H. Murphy, Lieyd Collis, - and Osborne M.. 
Curtis. The delegates selected for the 
State Encampment were Benjamin J. 
Greenhut, Edward Ehlers, and Alexander 
C. MacNulty, R. Webb Wilcox being chosen 
for delegate at large. 

A letter from Mayor-elect McClellan was 
received with loud applause. Mr. Greenhut, 
acting as teastmaster, asked the company 
to drink to the health of the President of 
the United States, which the company did 
standing anda cheering. Mr. Greenhut In a 
short and graceful address welcomed the 
members of the post, congratulated them on 
the large attendance, and, thanked the 
guests of the evening for their attendance. 

Ex-Speaker Henderson, on being tfntro- 
duced, said in part: ‘I have been invited 
to New York many times before, but never 
could come, and so I regard it as an es- 
pecial honor to address the sons and some 
of the old comrades of mine with Gen. 
Sherman. He was, like many of us, a 
poor boy, but made himself and his career. 
He had a West Point education and made 
good use of it. He used the sword as only 
a great soldier could use it. He un- 
sheathed it at Bull Run and did not 
sheath it until the war was over. He was 
a soldier and civilian, in the latter capacity 
making possible the Union Pacific Railway, 
binding together a nation.” 

Pointing to a.flag directly back of his 
chair, Gen. Henderson said: ‘‘ When.you sa. 
luted the flag to-night, as all soldiers and 
sons of soldiers should do, I was pleased, 
and when I praised your act I was told that 
the flag had been presented to vou two 
years before the death of Geh. Sherman, 
and that it had. been taken with his coffin 
to St. Louis. It is a sacred flag and one 
you should treasure. You honor it as you 
would other emblems of our country. Gen, 
Sherman gave orders and expected them to 
be obeyed. He said once that he had never 
disobeyed an order in his life, though many 
times he had obeyed orders at the risk of 
his life. He bejieved in obeying orders. 

“As for Gen. Sherman, all the women 
loved him, and he did not hesitate to kiss 
a pretty girl's mouth. He was invincible 
at the cannon’s or a woman’s mouth. He 
did not like the air ‘Marching Through 
Georgia.’ He said he heard it everywhere 
he went, and he would rather be remem- 
bered for the campaign through. the Caro- 
linas, where he took the big risk of taking 
the outer lines, with the danger of con- 
fronting Lee or Johnson with a prospect 
of annihilation. He was a model citizen, 
He did not accept an education from his 
country to soil his sword against it." 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, on being in- 
troduced with an ovation that almost took 
the words out of the teastmaster’s mouth, 


sald. in part: 

“If our struggle for the preservation of 
the United States had been futile we should 
have been divided by secession after seces- 
sion, until we were _warrin and hostile 
States like those of Central America. Per- 
haps no man saw the meaning of that 
struggle better than Prof. Sherman of the 
Louisiana Military Academy. His judgment 
that it would take a jarge force to put 
down the rebellion led to the belief that he 
was crazy.

“LADY ROSE’S DAUGHTER” | 


Fay Davis in the Dramatization of 
Mrs. Ward’s Novel at 
the Garrick. ~ 


A Mediocre Play anda Mediocre Per 
formance by the Empire The- 
atre Company. 


Don’t shoot the novel dramatist. He's 
doing her best. George Fleming, who 
ushers upon the stage the work of Miss 
Gonstance Fletcher, had an impossible task 
in dramatizing ‘‘ Lady Rose’s Daughter”’ 
and failed to bring to it the supreme art 
that he, or she, showed the lack of in the 
stage version of “ The Light That Failed.” 

The faults of both. plays are the same, 
namely, the lack of a theme innately suited 
to dramatic development, the place of 
whichis taken by polysyllabic and long 
winded dialogue, and the inevitable impos- 
Aibility of theatrically effective character 
drawing. These are but the incidents of the 
hybrid art in question. The. virtues are also 
identicai, to wit, a superficial cleverness in 
enforcing theatric bits, and & distinct skill 
in arranging effective climaxes for the cur- 
tain. These are the small blandishments 
with which the hybrid artist condones the 
necessary failure. In respect of curtains 
the present play has a distinct advantage. 
To those fortunate people in the audience 
who believed in the dramatis personae, 

_@nd in the story of their lives, each act 
clearly brought its thrill. 

The two-fold object, all’ sublime in such 
efforts, is to afford facile joy to the simple 
souls who like to see their fictional friends 
in theatric dress, and to serve the pur- 
poses. of commercial management. It is 
possible, though far from certain, that both 
of these objects will be attained. 

In the earlier acts the story has been 
feliowed with rough fidelity: The first 
act is in Lady Henry's drawing room on 
a Wednesday evening, and after expound- 
ing in a somewhat summary manner the 


general state of affairs, ends with the 
dramatic dismissal of Julie le Breton.“The 
second act is in Julie’s house in Helbert 
Street; and after showing the fulness of 
her’ abandonment at the hands of . her 
friends, and the publication of: the story 
of her illegitimate birth, ends with her de- 
eae to give Warkworth three days 
of her life in Paris. 

In the rest of the piece the story is va- 
ried—very skillfully for the purposes of the 
sta In the third act, instead of Dela- 
fieldis quietly overbearing Julie’s mad: in- 
fatuation for Warkworth and bringing her 
back to London, there is a general round- 
up of the dramatis personae in the Hotel 

lix, Paris, in which Delafield most dra- 
matically snatches Julie from - Warkworth 
under the very nose of Lady Henry. ~- 

In the fourth act, Warkworth is repre- 
sented not as having died in Africa, but as 
-havi returned bedecked (figuratively 
speaking) with medais of honor. In a last 
effort to save her pride and the family 
name, Lady Henry has invited Warkworth 
to be present at the betrothal festivities of 
Julie and Delafield, now Duke of Chudleigh, 
in the hope that the old passion will flame 
up and carry Julie off her head. Wark- 
worth, however, acts with even less man- 
hood and conscience than ever, and Julie is 
énabled to convince herself and the au- 
diefice in the most dramatic. manner that 
she loves Chudleigh, and only him. Her 
duéail coronet lands between Lady Henry’s 
fone. so to speak, and the final curtain 

s. 

The acting was, at best, mediocre, Miss 
Fay Davis, it is true, is personally as indl- 
vidual and charming as ‘ever. Her face 
has the same exquisite, flowerlike beauty, 
full of, soft, dimpled. outlines, with the 
piquant profile and the sweet, infantine 
éyes, beaming humor and tender emotion. 

er voice is as velvet in its’ softness, as 

olden in its purity of tones; and its modu- 
ations are as full of rich and varied color. 

Her vein of delicious and authentic 
comedy, which: made her performance last 
year in “Imprudence” such a delight, 
comes occasionally to the surface, a her

beauty. may be divined at times. An 
actress.of supreme gifts, this, both of per- 
sonality and of art. But Ichabod! The 
glory has somehow departed.

It has not infrequently happened that 
when excelient artists have been raised to 
the altitude of the minor stars-their virtues 
have been Jost to view in some. such milk 
way.” In the present instance, however, ‘it 
is probable’ that the fault lies largely. with 
the tack. of decision in the character draw- 
ing and of dramatic substance in the play. 
Speeenly the woman who created Iris so 
admirably ig capable of great things. 

The most eloquent. performance of the 
evening was the Delafield of Guy Standing. 
That was both simple and strong, with a 
much greater variety of lightness and hu- 
mor than was needful to the interpretation 
of this somewhat conventional figure of 
masculine solidity and worth. As Wark- 
worth, William Courtleigh was impossible 
in an impossible part. 

The fiery pride, subtlety, and the irftense 
crotchets of Lady Henry are inevitably 
intensified on the stage to the point of the- 
atricality: but Ida Vernon revealed them 
with both strength-and reserve. Louise 
Drew denoted Evelyn without, however, 
illustrating the character. Elizabeth Stew- 
art was an acceptable. Aileen. Lillian 
Thurgate was an acceptable Leonie. The 
Montresor of J. L. Carhart had a the- 
atrical unction .that was effective. As 
Lord Lackington W. H. Crompton. revealed 
again the mellowness of his art and the 
sincerity of his emotional quality.

Angelique appears and 
causes the arrest of both Picorin and Ce- 
lestin. Henri de Marrilac, a Lieutenant of 
the Twenty-second Hussars, of which his 
uncle Gen, Du Bois, is the commander, will 
inherit a fortune upon his twenty-fifth 
birthday, providing that he remains single. 
If he marries withgut his uncle's consent 
the money reverts to the latter. Henri has 
contracted a secret marriage, and, meet- 
ing the General unexpectedly, has intro- 
duced his wife as the wife of his friend, 
Lucien.

On the whole it may be said that “ Ser- 
geant Kitty ’’ provides good entertainment, 
and with the usual amendments that fol- 
low a first night, ought to prove success- 
ful at this time, when light musical plays 
are enjoying a vogue.

adequate to the acting and singing de- 
mands made on them. And of Miss Earl's 
personal popularity there is no doubt.

KELLEY COLE’S RECITAL. 


Mr. Kelley Cole, tenor, who appeared in 
a song recital at Mendelssohn Hall yester- 
day afternoon, did not impress himself upon 
the rather meagre audience that gathered 
to hear him as a singer of commanding 
powers; but he presented an interesting 
programme in a way that was often charm- 
ing and sometimes, notwithstanding the 
limitations of the means at his command, 
stpikingly beautiful. Mr. Cole is a young 
American who has returned from half a 
dozen years spent abroad, part of them in 
study, part in public singing. His voice is 
of small compass, of little effect in the 
lower range, and in the’ higher ‘produced 
with some effort and frequently with a 
hard and metallic quality.’ There is not 
much of color or sensuous beauty about it 
at its best; but Mr. Cole makes the most 
out of it by the intelligent, sincere, and ex- 
pressive style in which he sings. It is, so 
to speak, rather a style in miniature, and 
he does not sound many of the depths of 
emotion and passion, but he makes every 
song he sings a clearly -defined and well- 
rounded expression/of its verse. The latter 
he enunciates; whéther in German or in 
English, with delightful clearness, and it 
is a2 pleasure to hear a singer who appre- 
ciates the value and: importance of this 
element in song jsinging as he does, and 
who joins it with so much justness and 
propriety of phrasing. And while Mr. Cole 
does not often stir the pulse or play upon 
a wide range of his hearers’ emotions with 
his singing, he almost always gives a deli- 
cately finished and finely felt version of 
what he undertakes, 

With  Beethoven’s “ Adelaide,” with 
which he began, Mr. Cole was least suc- 
cessful; in Schubert’s ** Du Bist die Ruh” 
there was fine poise, restraint, and a defi- 
nite fixing of the mood. He gave five 


songs by Hugo Wolf, the Austrian com- 
poser whe died a few months ago in a 
Viennese madhouse, after several years of 
mental darkness. His many compositions 
in this form gained for him, even before 
his death, a small but energetic band of 
sartisans, who joined together in ‘* Hugo 
Volf societies’’ to present these works 
and compel their acceptance as the great- 
est of their kind in modern music. They 
have so far succeeded recently as to have 
aroused a widespread admiration for them 
in Germany and on the ee of a number 
of conceit singers, so that they are ap- 
caring frequently on recital programmes. 
t was not very easy to perceive, upon a 
first hearing of those that Mr. Cole sang 
yesterday, any cause for perfervid admira- 
tion. “The Gesang Weylas,”’ a setting of 
verses by Mérike, and the ‘ Anakreon's 
Grab,”’ by Goethe, have imaginative power 
and a certain dignity of style. ‘‘ Varbor- 
genheit,’’ also to verses by Mérike, has a 
note of pathos clearly genuine and keenly 
expressed. There is apt. musical interpre- 
tation of the gayety and humor of Eichen- 
dorff's “Der Musikant” not much of 
poetic quality in_the music for Heyse'’s 
‘Auch Kleine Dinge.” Mr. Cole sang 
them all with-conviction. A song by 
Eduard Schutt—" Persischer Liebesremm *’— 
whe is known more as a. composer of 
salon pieces for the piano than as a scng 
writer is a remarkably happy. embodiment 
of exotic mood and color, with some vent- 
uresome harmonic turns. Mr. Cole sang it 
quite in the right epirit, and was called 
on to sing it again. Another daring piece 
is Hans Hernmann's dramatic setting of 
Heine's “ Salomo,” to which Mr. Cole gave 
all its proper effectiveness. Hig singing 
of English songs afforded pleasure.

PRITAI SCHEFP AS BABETTE 


A New Comic Opera by. Herbert 


and. Smith. 


The ex-Grand 
Brilliant Success. 


Opera Singer Makes a 


Fritzi Scheff, having abandoned her claim 
to being a “‘ grand opera singer,” for a time 
at least, appeared last evening at the 
Broadway Theatre as the chief personage in 
a romantic.comic opera by Victor Herbert 
and Harry B. Smith. It was an occasion 
that rejoiced those who have admired the 
qualities of this grand operatic soubrette, 
and who have. felt that. she was out, of 
place in many of the casts in which she has 
been appearing for the last three years in 
the establishment a ‘block further down 
town. 

She is in exactly the right surroundings 
in the smaller frame of the Broadway 
Theatre, where she its edsily complete mis- 
tress of the whole situation and where her 
archness and coquetry and flow of animal 
spirits exercise their full potency. As a 


her English speech comes as a surprise; 
there is only the .slightest trace of ac- 
cent in the spoken dialogue, though it. must 
be said that in her singing her enunci- 
ation is less clear and intelligible. Her 
freedom and vivacity infused life Into the 
whole performance, and she took the whole 
audience oaptive from the start. 

Mme. Scheff—she used to be Mme., 
though the playbill at the Broadway is 
non-committal now on that point—enacts 
the part of Babette, the village letter- 
writer of a community near Antwerp at 
the time of the Spanish domination of the 
Netherlands in the seventeenth century. 
She is instrumental in forestalling a tral- 
torous conspiracy by one of her fellow 
townsmen to aid the Spaniards. The lat- 
ter, with his daughter, undertakes a mis- 
sion to serve them with the King of 
France. : 

Babette’s strategy involves inducipg the 
pair traveling in state to change places with 
herself and some of her family and friends, 
as strolling players, and then turning the 
tables on them through having them ar- 
rested by the Spanish soldiers, appropriat- 
ing their coach and horses, traveling to Ver- 
sailles in their place, and using their tIn- 


fluence with the French King to oppose 
the Spaniards. The story is cumbersome, 
confused, and halting. 

Mr. Smith is known as one of the largest 
manufacturers in this country of comic 
opera librettos, which of late years have 
been remarkably free from comic spirit in 
their conception and of wit in the dialogue, 
and the book of “‘ Babette’ ‘has little that 
will tend to injure the reputation he has 
established to this effect. Tnere has been 
a sincere effort to make “ Babette”’ a real 
comic opera, in the proper sense of the 
word, of romantic spirit and characteristic 
local color. 

This effort deserves all recognition and 
gratuite: and the regret will be. all the 
deeper that the purpose has not in all re- 
spects been skillfully carried out by the 
librettist, whose responsibilities in work of 
this sort are so great. The audience last 
evening, one of the largest and most brill- 
iant of first night, gatherings, was eager to 
be pleased and quick to appreciate all the 
»oints; but it was easy to see that it 

for a more spirited progress of the 
story, a greater variety and effectiveness 
of incident, and it would have appreciated 
more sparkle and crispness in the dialogue. 

Such a libretto could not_fail to hamper 
even a musician of the fertility of r. 
Herbert; but he has written a charming 
score, full of melodious invention, effect- 
ive choral numbers and beautiful instru- 
mental coloring. It is not, perhaps, so in- 
diviaulal as some of the work of this kind 
he has done before; it offers less to an 
audience to take hold of and carry away. 
Yet it is music of distinction; it is full 
of fancy and of grace. 

Many of the numbers were received with 
enthusiasm last evening, notably Mme. 
Scheff's letter song in the first act, her 
song as Columbine in the second, with a 
little dance after it; a sextet of the stroll- 
ing players, and the song Mme. Scheff 
sings as she triumphantly takes possession 
of the coach of her enemies. 

There is a rollicking song by Mondragon. 
the soldier of fortune, in the first act, sung 
by “Eugene Cowles of the sonorous. bass 
voice, which is as sonorous as ever it was, 
and angther one of the same kind when 
apptars as a peddler in the second. 
Many of the choruses are extremely ef- 
fective, as that in which the villagers voice 
their feelings toward the Spantards at the 
the finale of the

Scheff as a village maiden, as Colum- 
bine—a scene in which she calls up memories 
of one of her most successful grand opera 
parts in ‘“ Pagliacci,” and as a court prima 
donna—was most engaging to look upon. 
At the end of the second act. she responded 
with a pretty little flutter of embarrassment 
to the evident desire of the audience to 
hear from her, and thanked them ever so 
much for their kindness, and hoped they 
would always come to hear her as they 
used to at the Metropolitan Opera House. 

Then she looked around for Mr. Herbert 
and dragged him forth; and having shaken 
him heartily by the ‘hand, she thea and 
there threw her arms around his neck and 
gave him a kiss that was clearly the real 
thing and not the kind often used on the 
stage. Mr. Herbert then tried to express 
his thinks also; but if he had made any 
calculations they were all upset by this un- 
expected incident. Finding his last sen- 
tence hopelessly involved he stopped it 
short and added: ‘‘ Well, she twisted me all 
up by kissing me! ”’ :

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COLOMBIA’S REMONSTRANCE. 

President MaRRoQuUIN is doomed to dis- 
, appointment. The dispatch which he 
sends in behalf of the Government and 
people of Colombia to the Senate and 
 , people of the United States, protesting 
laiaRnat measures taken by us which have 
resulted in the secession and independ- 
ence of Panama, will not be heeded. It 
is too late. The Senate of the United 
States will undoubtedly sustain the 

course of the President, and the people 
‘of the United States, in their eagerness 

to see the work of building the Isthmian 
canal begun, seem to us to be rather con- 
j Spicuously willing to overlook irregu- 
larity and lawlessness in removing the 
pbstacles, 

It is perfectly true, as President Mar- 
ROQUIN intimates in his dispatch to the 
President of the Senate, and plainly says 
in the protest cabled to European capi- 
tals, that we fomented the separatist 
spirit, that we forcibly prevented the Co- 
lombian Governménht from suppressing 

‘the rebellion, and that we exhibited in- 
' decent haste in recognizing the independ- 
ence of Panama. If we had to consider 
lonly principles of right and justice; in 
particular, if a proper sense of the Na- 
tion’s honor controlled the popular judg- 
-'ment of the transaction, we should ex- 

pect to see the American people denounce 

with burning indignation the course their 
|President has pursued. But popular 
judgments are not based alone on prin- 
ciple, Sentiment plays its part. The sen- 
'timent which we must here take into ac- 
count is one of perfectly unconcealed dis- 
like of the way the Colombians behaved 
when the Hay-Herran treaty was under 
consideration at Bogota. Anybody can 
see that from motives of national inter- 
‘est alone they should have ratified the 
treaty promptly. It was worth their 
‘while to do it merely to cement the rela- 
l tions of friendship to which the Colom- 
bian President refers in his dispatch. 

But they rejected the treaty in the hope 

of getting more money out of us than 

their Minister, acting under the orders of 
their President, had agreed to accept. 

Yielding to the allurement of a larger 

prospective sum of cash down, they 

threw away the immense advantage of 
letting us build the canal, under condi- 
_ tions which would have made us their 
friend and protector for all coming time. 
Their behavior was petty and child- 
ish, they exhibited a spirit of greed and 
narrow selfishness. They obstructed the 
canal undertaking. For that reason they 
will get no sympathy from the American 
people in their present afflictions, and, of 
course, they will get no help from the 

‘American Government—quite the con- 

trary. Our hands are not clean, but in 

the rovgh-and-ready judgment of the 
world—for European opinion seems to co- 
incide with the general opinion here—the 

Colombiar hands are dirtier. The pop- 

ular verdict is, Served them right. From 

that we feel there is no appeal, save to a 

few persons of extremely old-fashioned 

notions of morality to whom the Govern- 
@ent and the multitude pay no attention. 

President MARROQUIN, of course, should 
jhave sent his protest not to poor Mr. 

FRYE, who must have been bewildered 

by the receipt of such a communication, 

but to the Colombian Minister to be 
handed to the Secretary of State. That 
was a technical error, however, which 
we may pardon to his unfamiliarity with 
our institutions. If he had known how 
completely in this Panama business the 

President is playing his own hand, he 

never would have sought the ear of the 

Senate. It is a more serious error into 

which he falls when he says that the in- 

surgents’ Government was born of a 

barracks intrigue. In this country we 

know who were the authors of the plot, 
and there is evidence in existence that 
the few hundred Colombian soldiers and 
officers in the garrisons had little if any 
knowledge of it before the day when they 
were invited to support the new Govern- 
ment, those who remained loyal to Bo- 
gota being hastily deported. The Colom- 
bian President is wrong again in the con- 
struction he puts upon the treaty guar- 
antee to protect “the sovereignty and 


property of Colombia in the Isthmus of 


Panama.” It is evident that that guar- 
antee was intended to apply only to for- 
_ eign interference, not to domestic revolu- 
tion, We never should have become the 
guarantors of any Government against 


uprisings of its own people. So far as the

The President will go to almost any 
length if his listening ear does not catch 
the voice of popular protest: He seems 
now to hear only popular approval. 
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WE HAVE THINGS TO SELL. 


The statistics of our export trade for 
the month of October make it. perfectly 
plain why gold is coming this way. The 
total value of merchandise exported dur- 
ing the month was $160,370,059, figures 
which have been exceeded by but one 
month in our history, the exports for Oc- 
tober, 1900, being $3,000,000 greater. The 
increase over October, 1902, is $16,042,- 
631. This increasé is accounted for, and 
more than accounted for, by cotton ex- 
ports, which show an excess of $18,000,- 
000 over October of last year,! The ex- 
cess of our exports over our imports for 
the month was $78,489,054, an increase 
of $21,535,696. This monthly balance in 
our favor has never been exceeded save 
in the month referred to above—October, 
1900. 

Our cotton is selling at high prices, 
now about 11 cents a pound, and it is 
going out in an enormous volume, 
Burope must have it. When the bills 
drawn against this cotton began to press 
upon the market some days ago exchange 
rapidly declined and gold was engaged 
for import. Since then other engage- 
ments of gold have been made, the total 
movement this way, so far as announced 
up to the close of business yesterday, 
aggregating $6,500,000. We shall import 
more gold, all the gold we require, and 
probably more than the money situation 
here actually demands, Europe is not in 
a position to hold it against us. The 
Bank of England has tried to hold it, but 
unsuccessfully. We have paid off the 
immense sum borrowed in ‘Eurepe two 
years ago, generally supposed to have 
amounted to $400,000,000. European in- 
vestors have returned to us our securities 
in such masses during recent years that 
that method of paying for our crops is 
no longer open to them. They must send 
gold if we demand it. 

The conditions which these things por- 
tend after the first of January are plain- 
ly foreseen. By that time a large part of 
the millions which we have sent.to the 
South and the West for crop-moving 
service will have returned. To this stock 
of money will be added the gold we are 
now receiving from Europe and the sup- 
ply from the Klondike and Australia. 
This latter item appears to have amount- 
ed to over $5,000,000 during the month of 
October. It is manifest, therefore, that 
after the beginning of the new year 
money will be exceedingly abundant here 
and easier rates will prevail. The re- 
sulting investment demand would in the 
natural course of things lead to activity 
in the bond market, affecting first the 
“ gilt-edged ” issues, and, as the buying 
broadens, other classes of bonds. The 
share market will. be the last to be af- 
fected, but its turn will unquestionably 
come unless the ruthless wars of the 
“ magnates,” or further scandalous dis- 
closures like those of the shipbuilding 
concern, serve to Keep up the present 
public distrust of Wall Street stocks, 

The one great fact to be remembered 
when disturbing omens are pointed out 
and gloomy predictions of the future 
made is that the National wealth is in- 
creasing at a tremendous rate. The 
South alone will receive’ during the first 
five years of thts century $1,000,000,000 
more for its cotton than during the last 
five years of the nineteenth century. The 
waves of pessimism break harmlessly 
around an immovable fact of that nat- 
ure. And that is not the only fact. We 
have harvested this year 660,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 2,300,000,000 bushels of 
corn, There has been an immense hay 
crop. The fine weather of!the Fall all 
over the country has been favorable to 
agricultural operations and to the inter- 
ests and to the pockets of stock raisers, 
since the feeding out of hay and grain 
will begin much later than usual. The 
earth has been prodigal of her bounty. 
Only man is vile.

ENGLAND AND ITALY. 

After all, the most limited monarch has 
his international uses. Bpwarp YII. is 
without doubt the most strictly limited

When a Roman newspaper declares 
that England is the only nation that has 
never presented Italy with an account for 
services rendered, it curiously parodies 
Caries Reape's remark about France, 
after the Crimean war, “the only ally 
i iat 8S, ton bill.” 
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tions between England and Italy. But 
each has the power to render the other 
important services, mainly,* of course, 
with reference to the Mediterranean. The 
distinct “approach” between England 
and France, and the distinct cordiality 
between England and Italy, may very 
possibly indicate a readjustment of in- 
ternational relations. There is much that 
is unnatural in the alliances both of the 
Zweibuné and the Dreibund. A political 
and social philosopher would find no 
difficulty in arranging a change of part- 
ners that would be much more in ac- 
cordance with natural affinities.

THE NEW LOOPS AT THE BRIDGE 
TERMINAL. 

The observations of even a few minutes 
during the rush hours last evening of the 
conditions established at the New York 
terminal of the Brooklyn Bridge by the 
new trolley loops were sufficient to show 
that some improvement has _ resulted. 
Allowance must be made for the fact that 
no one in the multitude had yet acquired 
the habit of going unerringly to the right 
post to wait for the particular car he 
wanted. Consequently there was more or 
less uncertainty as to which of’ the two 
systems of loops the casual passenger 
should seek and wait beside. Some used 
their eyes and their judgment and did 
the proper thing without prompting; 
cthers needed to be directed, and more or 
less confusion resulted from congestions 
formed in the wrong places, which the 
policemen on duty had to disperse. The 
eagerness to board incoming cars before 
they were empty gave much trouble, but 
on the whole this was managed very well. 
The crush was certainly much ‘relieved, 
and except for a comparatively short pe- 
riod, when there were not cars enough 
for the people who wanted to take them, 
the general conditions were somewhat 
better than they had been for a long 
time. 

But to say that the building of the ad- 
ditional loops has solved the rush-hour 
problem at the bridge terminal, or even 
suggested a satisfactory remedy for it, 
would be to go far from the truth. The 
present arrangement is extremely ob- 
jectionable from many points of view. 
The passengers seeking cars on the east- 
ern loops must crowd their way through 
the waiting trolley passengers or meet 
the outgoing current from Brooklyn— 
which the police discourage as well as 
they are able—and cross the four tracks 
of the original terminal system, This is 
inconvenient and dangerous. To prevent 
fatal accidents demands constant vigi- 
lance of the kind which all on duty ex- 
ercised last night, but which it is incon- 
ceivable can be maintained day after 
day. The persons entering or emerging 
from the promenade have two crowds to 
sift through and eight tracks to cross at 
grade. Ordinarily this can be done with- 
out greater risk to life and limb than at- 
tends the crossing of some of our crowd- 
ed streets, but the conditions for fatal 
aceidents exist in every detail of the ar- 
rangement, and such accidents are cer- 
tain to happen with distressing fre- 
quency. In the event of a congestion of 
the bridge cars the new system would go 
to pieces as badly as the old one did, and 
this it is Mkely to do in any event by 
reason of the fact that there cannot be 
run on the bridge enough trolley cars to 
carry all who want to take them. 

That any improvement has been effect- 
ed in the conditions, however temporary, 
is‘a cause for congratulation; that it has 
been so slight and leaves so many seri- 
ous evils uncorrected is cause for regret. 
As a temporary expedient it may be ap- 
proved; to claim more than this for it 
would be to do it more than justice, 
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CONFUCIAN ETHICS. 

It is interesting to note that that very 
nefarious old woman, the Empress Dow- 
ager of China, has been infected by the 
missionary spirit in her iniquitous old 
age. She has apparently caught the in- 
fection from “ Mrs. Conepr” and other 
representatives of Western civilization 
who have been lecturing her on Christian 
ethics. She has determined to retort upon 
them with a lecture on Confucian ethics, 
and has ordered such a lecture to be pre- 
pared. If it suits her, the old theologian, 
or rather ethical culturist, will have an 
edition of it printed to confute the Cau- 
casians, and to preserve the faith of the 
ladies of the Chinese Court. 

Although Christian ethics have been 
preached in China for many years they 
do not seem to have made much head- 
way. It must be owned that Christian 
morals have not been very attractively 
exemplified in the Middle Kingdom, It 
is charged that the misBionaries have 
sometimes shown themselves greedy 
about their temporalities, It is certain 
that Christian civilization has not been 
presented in an attractive light by the 
allied forces. Nobody can decently pre- 
tend that “ punitive expeditions” involv- 
ing the indiscriminate massacre of Chi- 
namen 
Allured to brighter worlds and led the 

way— 
But all the same, whoever takes his 
morals from the Empress Dowager of 
China is much to be pitied. 


INCREASING THE CITY'S WATER 
SUPPLY. 


It is announced that the commission 
appointed by Mayor Low in December 
last to study the water problems of New 


York will recommend increasing the sup- 


ply from the eastern tributaries of the 


Hudson, especially Fishkil) Creek, Wap- 
pinger’s Creek, and the upper Jansen. 
Subsequently, if additional supplies are 
needed, Esopus Creek may be drawn 
upon, and also the Hudson at or near 
Hyde Park, The latter, if utilized, should 
be filtered, From the first three of the 


sources named it is estimated that an ad- 
ditional supply of five hundred million 
gallons per day may be obtained. To 


» 
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ble daily will require an expenditure esti- 
mated at about $50,000,000. These con- 
clusions were anticipated in a prelimi- 
nary report made some weeks ago. They 
have been sufficiently discussed, and it 
is probable that the work of the commis- 
sion, and its recommendations, will re- 
ceive public approval. 

The needs of Brooklyn in the near fu- 
ture are not greater than can be met by 
developing the water resources of Long 
Island. The same is true of Queens. 
Richmond, it is thought, will have to be 
supplied from New Jersey.

CAUSES OF THE REVOLUTION. 

President MARROQUIN deprecates the 
secession of Panama from Colombia as 
“not even the result of a popular feel- 
ing.’’ He would like the world to believe 
that it is a causeless rebellion, But, as a 
matter of fact, the student of the history 
of South American republics would be 
puzzled to name another which had so 
many and such palpable reasons of being 
“in sight.” 

First, there is the ten-million-dollar 
bonus down ‘in gold coin of the United 
States’ to whoever shall deliver to us 
the right of way of the Panama Canal, 
It is true that the agreement expresses 
the Republic of Colombia, but we have 
decided that it “runs with the land.” 
Whoever, with our assistance, and by a 
“ barracks coup,” or otherwise, is able to 
run with the land to Washington and 
there deliver it, and does not run away 
with it, can claim the money. 

Then there is the additional million 
in ten thousand shares of the new Pan- 
ama Canal Company which the Hay- 
Herran treaty secures for Colombia, or, 
according to our later construction, to 


anybody running with the land of the 


Isthmus, which shares are guaranteed by 
the United States up to “ their full nom- 
inal value at least.” 

Thirdly, there is the annuity of $250,000 
beginning to be payable after the treaty 
has been ratified for nine years by any 
colorable Government of the Isthmus we 
can find to ratify it. : 

What South American statesman will 
venture to deny that here is the basis of 
a revolution, as substantial as any basis 
that the most experienced of such states- 
men bas ever seen? Here, in fact, is 
everything we promised to Colombia ly- 
ing and waiting and begging a new Isth- 
mian republic to be born so as to pick 
it up. Everything, that is to say, except- 
ing the expected Colombian “ rake off” 
on the payment of forty millions to the 
French Panama Company. That cannot 
be demanded. by our sister republic of 
Panema, which is by so much the poorer, 
and the French stockholders so much the 
richer. No wonder our course is applaud- 
ed in Paris. It is true that the ten mill- 
ions down, and the ten thousand shares 
down, and the annuity after nine years, 
were not satisfactory to the statesmen of 
the back districts in Colombia. But that 
is because they were so unreasonably nu- 
merous. It is a, familiar arithmetical 
principle that, the dividend remaining 
the same, the quotient is increased with 
every reduction in the divisor. And the 
divisor in this case is reduced from the 
entire outfit of Colombian statesmen to, 
apparently, five Isthmian patriots. They 
would be very unreasonable patriots if 
the succession to the Republic of Colom- 
bia which we have assured them on the 


sole condition of their running with the 

land did not suffice them. ‘“‘ Causeless

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—It is an added, and we incline to think 
the worst, offense of the women who mis- 
behaved at the Roxburghe wedding that 
even after our entirely sincere request that 
they explain and defend or excuse their 
conduct—a request that implied at least a 
hope that the suggested task was not an 
impossible one and was, therefore, quite 
the kindest thing that has been said about 
them—not one of the culprits has been 
moved to break the callous silence they 
have maintained ever since the savage 
criticism of their manners began, and the 
whole lot are apparently content to let 
go by default a verdict that convicts them 
of outrageous vulgarity, immodesty, and 
brutality. Well, as the women won't take 
the trouble to defend themselves, it shall 
be done by a mere man, who happens to 
have more regard for their reputation than 
they do, So far from being impossible, 
the task is almost ridiculously easy for 
anybody who has even an amateur’s knowl- 
edge about the observed psychology of 
crowds. To such a one the assumption 
upon which most or all of the denuncia- 
tion of these women was based—the as- 
sumption that the wedding attracted to the 
street In front of the church in which it 
was held several thousand women differing 
from and worse than the ordinary and 
therefore rather nice run of women—seems 
to be quite unnecessary. It is probable 
almost to the point of certainty that they 
were women much like other women—that 
not half a dozen of them would as individ- 
uals have dreamed of doing any one of the 
disgraceful and shocking things that so many 
of them did as members of a great crowd. 
But a crowd is a living and organic entity, 
in many respects different from any of the 
individuals composing it, just as a com- 
posite photograph resembles none of its 
divers sitters. The emotions of a crowd 
act lke any other forces, like combining 
with like, and unlikes neutralizing or de- 
creasing each other. Now the women in 
this particular crowd had just one common 
desire—to see as much as they convenient- 
ly could of the wedding, and especially to 
examine as closély as they conveniently 
could the garménts of the bride. With 
nothing worse than this assumed, the 
whole affair becomes explicable, and the 


offenders can be acquitted of any graver 


erime than that of carelessness in subject- 
ing themselves to a dangerous influence. 
For the common desire, in each neither 
very strong nor very reprehensible, be- 
came both violent and shameful in the 
same way that a “ cloudburst"’ is formed

WHY THE PANAMA CANAL WAS 
NOT FINISHED BY THE FRENCH. 


To the Editor of The New York Times? 
We read in the papers a few days ago 


the mournful wailing of the anguished soul 
of Mr. Charles de Lesseps concerning the 
Panama Canal. This gentleman, who is 
now residing in London, not for his health, 
but for causes over which he has no con- 
trol, closes his plaintive cry with the emo- 
tional words: ‘‘ Why must so many efforts 
have been made, so much French money 
spent, wasted, at a dead loss? Why has 
not the canal remained a French enter- 
prise?"’ 

I am surprised at such ignorance. Has 
the gentleman lost his memory as a result 
of a concussion of the brain at the time 
the French tribunals forced him to take an 
outing to England? To relieve his anguish 
and help his memory, let him consult the 
documents on file in the Panama office in 
Paris and the record of the courts, and he 
will see why the poor French investors lost 
their money and why the Panama Canal 
did not remain French. 

While I was the agent in the United 
States of the old Panama Company I 
strove very hard to Americanize the en- 
terprise, and many propositions were sent 
by me to Paris during the nine years of 
my tenure of this office, with the aim of 
getting the Paris company to accept Ameri- 
can offers. In view of the disclosures of 
the French courts in the Panama trials the 
reason is quite apparent why Mr. Charles 
de Lesseps, the general manager of the 
company, never favored anything outside 
of the holy circle of plunder which was 
then in full sway in Paris. Mr. de Lesseps 
had better dry those crocodile tears about. 
the terrible misfortune of the canal becom- 
ing American. The Panama people are sat- 
isfied if he is not. 

Another illustration of the unfortunate 
management of the canal affairs, over 
which our Panama friends will do well to 
ponder, is the appointment of a French 


engineer now invested with a diplomatic 


mission. This gentleman, a French citizen, 
now speaks very volubly and with the most 
sentimental expressions of the interests of 
his Government. Which Government? This 
is a little ambiguous. Is it the interest of 
France or Panama? bat f one knows that 
this mtleman not very long ago made a 
speech in Paris in which he urged in his 
vehement and fervid style the continuance 


of the canal enterprise by Francé. What 
a vertiginous “ volte face’!

Mr. Mortimer Menpes of London offers 
for exhibition at the Leicester Galleries a 
collection of etchings, dry points, and lith- 
ographs by Whistler, whose work he claims 
to know more intimately than any one else, 
“This collection of mine is a collection of 
the very finest proofs,’’ he remarks in his 
Catalogue, ‘“‘most of them first impres-\ 
sions in the most perfect condition, with the 
bloom upon them. In certain cases of the 
dry points the plates have been so deli- 
cate that two or three proofs have swept 
away the burr entirely, and so destroyed 
all richness—but my proofs are absolutely 
vnique in their perfection.” It is the right 
of the collector to sing the praises of his 
treasures, but Mr. Menpes is to be congrat- 
ulated on the firm way in which he an- 
nounces the beauty of his own Whistlers 
to the world. As to Whistler and Japan 
paper he asserts that the master scorned 
it, preferring instead the rich old paper 
from France and Holland. Need it be said 
that Mr. Menpes’s examples are printed 
on European paper? ‘‘ This paper, as will 
be seen from my collection, greatly en< 
hances the value, and brings out the quality 
of his rarest work.” It reveals to the lover 
of etchings, we are informed, the exquisite 
care which the Master expended on each 
plate. “‘ He worked on the plate, touching 
here, eliminating there, heightening a 
lighted window, darkening a doorway, until 
perfection was attained in a picture which 
in any state was always beautiful." There 
are 188 etchings and dry points framed, and 
19 lithographs, with some 60 more “ first 
states”’ and pencil drawings unframed.

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EXPECTS RUSSIAN REVOLT 
Nobleman Tells of the Dangerous 
~ Fermentation Among the People. 


He Expects Massacres of Jews, Ger 
mans, and Finally of Nobles—Dis- 
turbances in South Russia.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times says a Russian 
nobleman living abroad recently passed 
through the Austrian capital on his re- 
turn after visiting his family estates 
hear Moscow. He described dangerous 
fermentation among the peasantry and 
artisans. He had before always derided 
the talk of a revolutionary movement, 
but said he noticed a great change since 
last year. 

The people, he said, had a scowling ex- 
pression, and they were no longer re- 
spectful. Many had lost their religion, 
and nearly all seemed to be filled with 
the revolutionary spirit. He apprehend- 
ed extensive massacres of Jews before 
long, adding: 

“But the people will not stop at the 
Jews. They will vent their rage on the 
Germans, whom they hate, and will end 
up with the nobles.” 

The Arbeiter Zeitung publishes an ac- 
count of disturbances in South Russia in 
the last few weeks. There have been 
disturbances among the Armenians in 
several towns in the Caucasus. At Kursk 
twenty-five teachers and Zemstvo offi- 
cials were arrested, and at Rostoff sev- 
enty-four students were arrested charged 
with Socialism. 

Most of the persons arrested are ban- 
Yshed to distant towns and villages, 
where they organize revolutionary com- 
mittees, thus spreading the movement 
rapidly. 


RUSSIA WOULD OVERAWE CHINA 


Latter’s Attitude, and Not That of Ja- 
paii, the Cause of the Continued Dis- 
patch of Troops to the East. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 16.—The Russian mili- 
tary reoccupation of Mukden has caused 
such tension and has aroused such an ag- 

.- gTfessive attitude on the part of China that 
the continued dispatch of troops to the Far 
East is now said to be directed against 
China, in spite of the pacific turn of the 
Russo-Japanese dispute. 

Troops totaling 250,000 were ordered to 
the Far East when hostilities appeared im- 
minent, and they are being continually 
drafted from the Government of Moscow 
and the nine surrounding provinces. 

With the troops already in the Far East, 
this will give Russia an overwhelming force 
with which to overawe China. 


PEKING, Nov. 16.—While the Chincse 
official world is more excited over the 
present Manchurian situation than over 
anything for the last two years, the help- 
lesshess of the Government was never more 
censpicuously displayed. Several long 
ccuncils have been held at the palace in 
the last fortnight, but the highest officials 
devote more energy to intriguing against 
their rivals and trying to shift the re- 
Sponsibility than to dealing with the prob- 
lem as to what measures should be taken.

Japan has asserted that Russia’s tulfill- 
ment of the evacuation convention is es- 
sential to an agreement, and has promised 
China not to sanction any arrangement 
impairing China’s sovereignty in Man- 
churia. 

All Russia’s officials in the East declare 
that the domination of Manchuria is neoceés- 
sary for her wants and the safety of the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad, and that Russia 
“must hold all that she has taken.

AMERICA’S TREATY WITH CHINA. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The long ex- 
pected trade treaty between the United 
States and China, which was negotiated in 
Shanghai by the American Commissioners 
and the Chinese representatives, has just 
reached Washington and is now under ex- 
amination by the State Department of- 
ficials.

LORD KITCHENER BADLY HURT. 


His Leg Broken in a Riding. Accident 
Near Simla—He !s Now Doing Well, 


SIMILA, Nov, 16.—I_o J Kitchener, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the forces in India, 
yesterday met with a serious accident while 
riding near here. One of his legs was broken 
in two places. 

As Lord Kitchener was passing through 
a tunnel his horse was frightened by sud- 
denly coming upon a native, The animaP 
swerved and jammed his rider against a 
beam in the side wall. Lord Kitchener's 
leg was twisted and both bones snapped 
above the ankle. 

Upon discoving the identity of the injured 
man coolies, who were in the tunnel, bolted, 
and left him lying on the ground, where he 
suffered greatly for half an hour. Then 
other coolies found him and brought him 
here.

HUMBERTS’ EXALTED FRIENDS. 


The Figaro Prints the Names of the Per- 
sons Referred To in the Dossier— 
Relations of an Innocent 
Character. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—In spite of the innocent 
character of their relations with the Hum- 
berts, the publication by the Figaro this 
morning of the names of the persons re- 
ferred to in the letters and other documents 
in the dossier constituting the case against 
the convicted persons created something of 
a sensation. They include the names of the 
Dowager Queen of Spain, ex-President Cas- 
imir-Perrier, the late President and Mme. 
Faure, President and Mme. Loubet, mem- 
bers of the Ministry, Ambassadors, mem- 
bers of Parliament, and littérateurs. 

Deputy Berry asserts that the publica- 
tion of the names is a manoeuvre for the 
purpose of demonstrating that an inquiry 
into the connection of the parties referred 
to with the Humberts is useless, as the 
documents contain nothing of importance, 
and he makes the charge that during the 
eight months the papers have been in the 
hands of the Minister of Justice they have 
been expurgated of importaht documents.

ship will sail on Wednesday and will enter 
these ports to deliver the United States 
mail and amy cargo which she may carry 
for those places. On her last voyage the 
Cherokee was stopped twice by gunboats of 
the Dominican Government, once at Maco- 
ris and again at Monte Cristo. She ran the 
blockade later at beth places, and landed 
her cargo. : 

The running of the blockade angered the 
Dominican officials, who sent instructions 
to Consul General Galvan in this city to 
notify the Clyde Line that any further at- 
tempts would result in the sinking of /the 
vessel. The other closed ports are Samana 
Bay, Sanchez, and Santo Domingo. 

Consul Galvan said yesterday: ‘‘ When 
the Cherokee was last in Dominican wa- 
ters she actefl upon the advice of Minister 
Powell. He did not understand the situa- 
tion, and told her to enter every port for 
which she had clearance papers. Since that 
time I have notified Collector Stranahan 
that those ports are closed, and no papers 
will be issued for them. If the vessel at- 
tempts to enter any one of them’ she will 
be met by the ships of the Dominican Navy 
and sent to the bottom. 

““My Government has a right to close 
whatever ports it chooses, and when a 
port is closed no vessel must enter, The 
rebels are in possession of those places, 
and the Cherokee could very easily take 
them arms and ammunition if she were al- 
lowed to enter. Minister Powell will not 
again advise the Captain of the vessel to 
run the blockade, because the cruiser Bal- 
timore has been sent with instruction for 
him, so that he will not protect her if she 
attempts to violate the orders of the Do- 
minican Government. 

“Several shippers have already called 
upon me and informed me that the Clyde 
Line is accepting freight for the ports 
which are closed. All of them have asked 
my advice, and I have told them that they 
will ship cargoes at a risk. I am informed 
that the agents of the line have told the 
shippers that a United States warship will 


escort the vessel into the blockaded ports, 
but that is entirely erroneous. This Gov- 
ernment understands the situation, and 
will not interfere. 

“I do not wish to seem severe in this 
matter, but I must do my duty, and I now 
tell you that the aes" will be sunk if 
she astomees to run that blockade. I am 
in a peculiar position in this matter. My 
father is in the Dominican Cabinet as Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. I was appointed 
by the Government of which he is a part. 
On the other hand, Gen. Jiminez is my god- 
father, and a close friend of mine. I 
would like to serve my Government and 
him, too, but, of course, such a thing is 
impossible.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The State De- 
artment received a notice to-day from the 
Yominican Government through the Consul 
General in New York that it had closed by 
deree to commerce for the duration of the 
insurrection the ports of Monte Cristo, 
Ruerto Plata, Sanchez, Macoris, and Sam- 
ana. It is understood here that this notice 
is given to prevent a recurrence of the 
mistake made by the Dominican Govern- 
ment in attempting to blockade Puerto 
how recently without giving the requisite 
notice. 

As to whether or not the new decree will 
be respected, the officials say nothing can 
be told at present. It will remain for Capt. 
Briggs, commanding the Baltimore, and for 
Minister Powell to determine whether or 
not the blockade proposed is really effect- 
ive, and under no cir¢umstances will the 
State Department respect a paper block- 
ade. The Dominican Government or the in- 
surgents, whoever attempts to establish 
a blockade, must have the ships present to 
make it effective. 

The officials have not the slightest fear 
that the Dominican Government will try 
to sink any regular United States liners so 
long as the Baltimore is in Dominican 
waters. 2 

The merchant vessels, it is stated, must 
respect the blockade if it is enforced, and 
their commanders would, of course, be 
properly advised in the matter by the 
American Minister.

NOTED NEGRO IS DEAD. 


William H, Smith Was ex-Librarian of 
National House of Representatives. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—William H. 
Smith, one of the best known colored men 
of Washington, and a noted character at 
the Capitol, died this morning. He was 
born in Washington seventy years ago and 
resided here all his life. It is probably true 
that no colored man ever knew so many 
public men throughout as long a period as 
did Mr. Smith. 

He served in different positions in both 
houses, and when John W. Forney was 
Secretary of the Senate was appointed to 
an important place in the Senate library. 
When Whitelaw Reid was librarian of the 
House of Representatives from 1863 to 1866, 
Mr, Smith was his assistant, and he re- 
mained in this position for twenty-five 
years, when Edward McPherson, then 
clerk of’the House, made him librarian. 

This act caused a good deal of adverse 
criticism of Mr. McPherson and the Repub- 
lican majority in the House, but the gener- 
ally expressed opinion that Smith was the 
ablest man possible to place in charge of 
the library, and his popularity asa capable 
and attentive official, carried the day and 
he kept the piace. 

He was regareded as an authority on 
many public questions and members of the 
House from both parties consulted him. 
His memory of speeches, and points made 


by different public men In debate, was re- 
markable,. , 

Mr. Smith was appointed by_ President 
Grant as a member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners for the District of Columbia, 
and served until the board passed out of 
existence. 


HESSIAN PRINCESS DEAD. 
Grand Duke's Only Child 111 But a Few 


Hiours—Czar and Czarina with Her. 


DARMSTADT, Nov. 16.—The Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Grand Duke of 
Hesse, died at Skiernewice, Russian Po- 
land, this morning, as the result of an at- 
tack of a choleraic nature. 

The Princess, with her father, accéom- 
panied the Czar and Czarina to Skilerne- 
wice. She was only taken ill yesterday 
evening.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Dr. George J. Engelmann. 

NASHUA, N. H., Nov. 16.—Dr. George J. 
Engelmann, one of the best-known gyne- 
ecologists in the country, died suddenly to- 
day from pneumonia while visiting in this 
city. He was born in St, Louis fifty-five 
years ago, but had lived in Boston for the 
past six years. He is survived by a widow, 
two stepsons, and a stepdaughter. 


George Julius Engelmann, physician, sur- 
geon, and authority on medical subjects, 
was born in St. Louis July 2, 1847. His fa- 
ther was Dr. George Engelmann, and his 
mother before her marriage was Dora 
Horstman. 

He was graduated from Washington Uni- 
versity in 1867. From 1867 to 1873 he stud- 
fed medicine at Tubingen, Germany, where 
he took his degree of M. D., and also at the 
University of Vienna. . 

During the Franco-Prussian war, 1870-71, 
Dr. Engelmann practiced surgery. From 
1873 to 1895 he pursued his profession in 
St. Louls. In later years he was in Boston, 
pursuing his specialty. 

Dr. Engelmann was an extensive travel- 
er, and was deeply interested in archaeo- 
logical and ethnological researches. His 


collection of Missouri flints and pottery is 
now in the Peabody Archaeological Mu- 
seum at Cambridge, Mass. 

He was a professor in the Post-Graduate 
School of edicine in St. Louis and the 
Missouri Medical College until 1894. He 
Was accorded high honors by his colleagues 
at international meetings of surgeons in 
Brussels, Amsterdam, and Rome. 

He belonged to the 8t. Louis, University, 
(St. Loujs,) and St. Botolph (Boston) Clubs.

The 
Ranking Committ& was composed of Hol- 
combe Ward, Chairman, of the Orange 
Lawn Tennis Club; Beals C. Wright, Long- 
wood. Cricket Club, and Harry F. Allen, Bel- 
mont, Cricket Club...In the singles forty-six 
players were ranked and in the doubles ten 
teams. 

Prior to the meeting of the Ranking Com- 
Mittee the Executive Committee. decided 
‘that only players resident of the United 
States should be considered. This naturally 
brought the name of William A. Larned, 

. the ex-National champion in the singles, 
into the first place in that division of the 
Sport. He is placed in a class by himself, 
and this part of the committee's work meets 
with popular approval, for, despite his loss 
,of the National title and.trophy to H. L. 
Doherty, the English challenger, at New- 
port last August, Larned is regarded as 
easily the best and most finished tennis ex-~- 
pert on the American courts. 

Next to Larned, and in order, are placed 
Holcombe Ward, William J. Clothier, and 
Beals C. Wright, while slightly below this

Princeton Students Hold Big Foot- 
ball Celebration.

Yale Speaks Well of ‘the Victors, but 
Sympathizes with Her Team— 
Stangland Is New Columbia _ 
¥ Captain. 


Princeton. celebrated her football. victory 
over Yale last night in a manner the town 
of Princeton had never seen before. Early 
in the morning not only freshmen and 
sophomores, but juniors, seniors, and many 
graduates began gathering wood. Rain fell 
heavily all the afternoon, but ‘still the 
work went on, and the result was the 
largest bonfire Princeton has ever seen. 
Shortly after .7 o'clock the students be- 
gan assembling for the parade. Swing- 
ing columns. of six, headed .by a brass 
band, they marched through every street 
in tean The lea: was a quarter of a mile 
in length, the.mud ankle deep, but noth- 
ing could put a damper on the enthu- 
siasm. The parade ended at the cannon, 
where Capt. De Witt, Princeton's hero, set 
fire to the huge stack of wood. Speeches 
were made by every. man of the team, 
the coaches, and Trainer Robinson, who 
is responsible for the men's superb phy- 
sical condition. Excitement ran so high 
that the students seized the men who 
won out against Yale and carried them 
around the campus on their shoulders. De 
Witt spoke in high terms of Yale's splendid 
fight and the sportsmanlike way in which 
the wearers of the blue took their defeat. 

During the celebration the following tele- 
gram wae received by Capt. De Witt from 
Capt. Rafferty of Yale: 

‘““My congratulations. Kindly extend same 
to Mr, J. B. Fine.” . 


With the rain falling in a steady down- 
pour and drenching them to the skin, the 
Yale football squad in diminished nun.bers 
held ‘a short but lively practice on the 
freshman gridiron yesterday afternoon. 
The practice was without a single member 
of the regular 'Varsity team. The work 
of coaching was left to 8. L. Coy and Frank 
Hinkey, two former players. Capt. Raf- 
ferty watched the work from the side iines. 
Head Coach Chadwick was not on the field, 
being slightly. indisposed with malaria. 

Most of the regular players took exercise 
in the gymnasium field or on ,the gymna- 
sium floor this afternoon. Sheviin and 
Hogan were permitted to go into the iaoun- 
tains for a day or two, and Rockwell was 
also sent out of town. 

Unofficially it is learned that there will 
be only two practice games for the eleven 
that will face Harvard at Cambridge. The 
men need a rest. and to recover from their 
muscle bruises and sprains more than prac- 
tice In football plays. The evening work, 
which is devoted to signal drill, wiil be 
resumed to-night in the: gymnasium, and 
will be continued unti] the eleven departs 
for the Woodlawn Club, near Auburndale, 
where they will spend Friday and Satur- 
day morning next. 

Yale takes her football defeat in a genu- 
ine sportsmanlike manner, and the college 
sentiment regarding the game and its re- 
sult is voiced in the following statement 
published in yesterday's Yale Daily News: 

“Saturday’s game has passed down to 
history as a brilliant victory for Princeton, 
and to the New Jersey team all honor is 
due. They played, as we expected, an ex- 


ceptionally plucky game | luck has a 
deal to do with the result. nceton took 
advantage of every oppo A that came 
to them, and it was thigathat gave them 
the honor in victory. That these opportu- 
nities should have been given when Yale 
success seemed surest magnifies our disap- 
pe ointment, but does not detract from 

rinceton’s credit. It may be said at this 
time that the sting of defeat is entirely 
overshadowed by a whole-hearted feeling 
of loyal sympathy for the Yale team.”’

The election 
of Stangland came as a surprise to the 
students. In former years the team has 
waited until a week after the season ended 
before choosing the Captain. The .election 
this time was held tmmediately after the 
Cornell game, and was kept a secret until 
yesterday.@ The choice of Stangland was 
unexpected. It was thought that either D. 
H. Browne or W. C. Duell would get the 
place. Stangland is a senior in the School 
of Mines, and it was thought that he would 
not return after graduation. When it was 
“announced to the members of the eleven 
that he would be back, all were willing to 
have him as Captain. 

Stangland is one of the most versatile ath- 
letes that has ever worn the Blue and 
White. He entered Columbia from Horace 
Mann School, where he made an inter- 
scholastic reputation as a. football player 
and broad jumper. Me rowed on his class 
crew in the freshman year at Poughkeep- 
sie. In his second year he took up track 
work again, and won his ’ Varsity ‘C” as 


a sprinter and broad jumper.. In the dual 
meet against Syracuse that season, he 
scored 11 of the 68% pofnts made by Co- 
lumbia.

Sanford, the Football Coach, De- 
nied Rights of Amateur. 


Election of Officers Held—Records Made 
by Swimmers and Track and Field 
Athletes Accepted. 


At the annual meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic. Union, which was. held in the 
Grand Union Hotel yesterday, many appli- 
cations for reinstatements were considered. 
These requests came from suspended ath- 
letes, who were ruled out for many causes, 
but the majority. of the applicants were 
those who incurred ‘the penalty of non- 
membership on the ground of professional- 
ism. While the assembled delegates dealt 
leniently with some of those who asked 
to be placed in good standing among ama- 
teur athletes, they were obdurate in many 
cases, particularly in that of George Foster 
Sanford, who was classed as a professional 
on account -of hjs having accepted pay- 
ment for coaching the Columbia University 
football team for two seasons. subsequent 
to 1902, 


Sanford appeared before the assembled 
delegates and explained that he had re- 
frained from accepting many tempting of- 
fers made him during the last two years 
to coach college football teams, and said 
that he had forfeited many thousand dol- 
lars in so doing for the reason that he 
wished to benefit by the rule which might 
permit him to regain his amateur stand- 
ing, after a cessation of two years from 
such practices, but his application was re- 
jected by the close vote of 51-3 to 72-28 
votes, the majority being in .Sanford’s 
favor. This was a close anargin, as in 
order to win out Sanford should have ob- 
tained a two-thirds vote, which he failed 
to do by a mere fraction. 

The report of the Treasurer showed that 
the financial condition of the association 
was very much improved over the preced- 
ing year. At the close of the season of 
1902 there was a balance on hand of $1,977.- 
17, whereas the balance on hand this year 
is almost double, being $3,443.49.

From the time when Receiver Smith, in 
his report, made charges questioning good 
faith in the listing transaction, there has 
been more than a little talk in Wall Street 
ang other interested quarters as to what 
the. Exchange authorities might do. 

The receiver declared that it appeared to 
have been the intention of the persons Tre- 
sponsible for the statemnts “to mislead 
and deceive the investing public and then 
the’ ’present and future creditors of the 
company.”’ 

The reports of the accountants, with 
which the Governing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange will have to do, immedi- 
ately preceded the application for listing 
the secyrities of the shipyard combine. 
They were supposed to. justify the action 
by ‘which the dummy Board of Directors 
voted fo raise the capital stock from 
$3,000 te $45,000,000 and to issue $16,000,000 
first mortgage bonds of 1932 and the $10,- 
900,000 second mortgage bonds of 1922 with 
which payment was to be made for the 
Bethlehem plant. 

According to the general prospectus of 
the combine, the figures on the Bethlehem 
Plant ‘were prepared by Jones, Caesar & 
Co., and those on the other properties by 
W.'T. Simpson of the firm of Riddle & 
Cammon, but the receiver found that the 
actual reports made, so far as it was pos- 
sible for him to obtain them, did not tally 
With them. Mr, Smith said: 

“A comparison of the figures alleged to 
have been relied upon by the Board of 
Directors in accepting the offer of John 
W. Young, with the true figures ascertained 
from an examination of the subsidiary 
companies subsequent to the purchase of 
faid plants discloses so great a variance as 
to impel the belief that the figures con- 
tained in the minutes were wiNfully m!s- 
stated. It is extremely doubtful whether 
any report was submitted by any account- 
ants made as of that time, as the minutes 
recite.”’

Chief Clerk Subpoenaed to Produce Pa- 
pers.in Reappraisement Case. 


The Board ef; @nited States General Ap- 
praisérs was upset yesterday hy the ser- 
vice on its chief clerk, John E. Dowsing, 
of a subpoena duces tecum, ordering him 
to produce in the United States Circuit 
Court the record of the testimony in a re- 
appraisement case. It is the rule of the 
board that all such proceedings are se- 
cret, and, as a matter of fact, in many of 
them no record of the proceedings is kept.

CLASSIFICATION OF SAKE. 


Courts to Decide for Taxing Purposes 
Whether It Is Wine or Beer—De- 
cisions in Other Cases. 


The United States courts are to be called 
upon again to decide whether, for customs 
purposes, sake, the national tipple of 
Japan, is beer or wine. They have already 
decided that. it is wine, but that does not 
seem to have satisfied either the -Treasury 
Department or the importers, so a new case 
has been made by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. 

Large quantities of sake are imported at 
Honolulu, but in order to have the case 
tried in the courts in this circuit an im- 
portation at New York was arranged. 
Was assessed at 50 cents a gallon as “ still 
wine containing more than 14 per cent. 
alcohol.’’ W.-Nishimiya, the importer, ap- 
pealed, claiming that it was dutiable at 20 
cents a gallon as “ale, porter, or beer,” 
or 20 per cent. ad valorem as “malt ex- 
tract.” , 

General Appraiser Fischer, in his opinion 
overruling the protest, says that while 
sake is made from rice in a similar man- 
ner to that in which beer is ‘brewed, yet 
in alcoholic strength, (17 per cent.,) qual- 
ity, general appearance, and taste it is like 


a still wine. The importer will now appeal 
to the Circuit Court.

TRYING TO GET OUT OF JAIL. 


Henry H. Hendrick, Committed Under a 
Body Execution for $261 Judgment, 
Files Bankruptcy Petition. 


Henry H. Hendrick, a clerk, residing at 
152 East Fifty-sixth Street, who has been 
in Ludlow Street Jail since Nov. 11 under 
a body execution on a judgment obtained 
against him on Oct. 28 for $261 in favor of 
Regina BHiberfeld in the Fourth District 
Court, filed a petition in bankruptcy yes- 
terday as a poor person, with Habilities 
of $777 and no assets.

SEVERE BREAK IN COTTON. 


Tremendous Receipts, Rather Than 
Bear Pressure, Depress Prices 
on 'Change. 


The cotton market experienced a severe 
decline yesterday. Prices broke from 24 to 
82 points below Saturday’s closing and 83 
to 40 points below the high figures reached 
on Friday last. The break was due not to 
any bear pressure, but rather to the tre- 
mendous receipts of cotton, both here and 
abroad. The Liverpool market came seV- 
eral points lower, because..there had ar- 
rived in that port 70,000 bales of cotton, of 
which 65,300 bales were American cotton. 
There was a decline at the opening. here 
of from 10 to 14 points, and although this 
decline was followed by a2 rally, the bulls 
could not hold out against the enormous 
quantities of long cotton which was coming 
out all the time, 

In the afternoon the market became very 
weak. It was estimated that the receipts 
for Houston and Galveston to-day would 
be about 50,000 bales each, which would 
come very near breaking the record, and 
which would exceed the receipts last year 
by almost 100 per cent. 

The amount of cotton which is now on

LABOR BAN ON INSURANCE 


Federation Refuses a Charter to 
Organization of Agents. 


Socialists Urge Concerted Action in Poll- 
tice—Special Labor Work for 


Philadelphia, 


a 


BOSTON, Nov. 16,—Two spirited debates 
enlivened what would otherwise have been 
a dull session at the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at Faneuil 
Hall to-day. 

The first was upon the question whether 
the Federation should grant a charter to 
a union of the insurance agents of the 
country, and after a somewhat acrimonious 
discussion, the matter was referred to the 
Executive Council. 

This was regarded by the delegates as a 
defeat of the plan to organize instirance 
agents, The proposition was promptly op- 
posed on the ground that insurance agents 
were not wage earners and because of the 
fear that the admission of agents to mem- 
bership might result in an attempt to force 
insurance upon fellow-members. 

Delegate Carey of Haverhill, a well- 
known Socialist leader, favored the proposi- 
tion, saying that this class of workmen 
should not be excluded. They were laborers 
even though in the non-productive class 
and were an important part of the working 
people. 

President Gompers took the floor In op- 
position to the question. He expressed be- 
lief that the reason why many unions were 
not well organized was that they paid too 
much attention to * this curse of insurance 
which we-are asked to indorse, 

He believed if the textile workers of 
New England paid less attention to outside 
insurance they probably would not have a 
tep per cent. reduction in wages staring 
them in the face to-day. He declared that 
the trades unfon insurance was what the 
unionists should direct their attention to, 
and for that reason alone he did not favor 
granting charters to insurance men, 

The resolution was favored by Delegate 
Wilson of the Mine Workers and opposed 
by Delegate Lavine of the Central Labor 
Union of Wilkesbarre. 

The second debate was upon the subject 
of industrial depression. It was called 
forth by the report of the committee on 
the President’s report indorsing the state- 
ment of President Gompers that a period of 
industrial depression was coming. 

Several delegates expressed their opinion 
that no depression was probable, but the 
Socialist delegates insisted that the Presi- 
dent's forecast was true. They urged as a 
possible preventive not only organization on

Supreme Court Upholds ‘Contention of 
Controller of Tennessee. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 16.—Justice Day of 
the United States Supreme Court to-day 
delivered the opinion of the court in the 
case of Controller Adams of the State of 
Tennessee vs. the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany. The case pertained to the Tennessee 
State laws of 1887 and 1889 providing for 
the taxation of sleeping car companies do- 
ing business in the State. 

The court upheld the validity of the law 
of 1889 ‘taxing companies for the passen- 
gers carried solely within the State limits. 


The law of 1887, taxing the cars operated 
within the State, was held to be a burden 
in inter-State commerce, and therefore un- 
constitutional. The case was appealed 
from the United States Circuit Court for 
the Middle District of Tennessee, and the 
opinion of that court was reversed on the 
point relating to the law of 1889.

Bricklayers on Fuller Contracts Want

A dead-lock has arisen in the settlemént 
of the strike of the bricklayers on the con- 
tracts of the George A. Fuller Company 
over the question of pay for “ waiting 
time.’’ The strike was ordered at the Mer- 
cantile Building, Twenty-third Street and 
Fourth Avenue, because the National Fire- 
proofing Company was employing its own 
men to set the fireproofing material, and a 
sympathetic strike was declared on the 
other Fuller buildings. 

It was then agreed that the work should 
be given to bricklayers, but the strikers,

When the strike was declared the Fuller 
Company paid off the bricklayers on all the 
buildings except the Rogers Building, Four- 
teenth Street and Sixth Avenue, where 
thore is a general strike in sympathy with 
the stonecutters, and the Mercantile Build- 
ing. The “ waiting flme’’ on these two 
buildings amounts to $1,500 a day. 

President McConnell of the George A.

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NEW BRIDGE LOOPS 


GET THOROUGH TEST 


Vast Improvement Over Former 


Conditions Noted. 


Public, However, Not Being Familiar 
with the New System, Make Things 
Lively for the Police. 


Under conditions that made the test a 
perfect one; the new arrangement to relieve 
the corgéstion at the Manhattan entrance 
to the Brookiyn Bridge received its first 
real trial during the rush hours last night. 
It was not found wanting, and it was gen- 
erally predicted that in a week or two, 
when the public has had time to become 
thoroughly familiar with the new order of 
things, the plan will prove entirely effi- 
cient and adequate to the requirements. 

Already. last night*“a vast improvement 
over conditions in the past was noted. 
Where people had been standing six and 
Seyen deep waiting’ for cars under the old 
fystem there was only a thin line; where 
under the old system there had been a 
surging, struggling mob fighting to get on 
a@ car there was a semblance of order. 

For some reason which it seems difficult 
to divine, but possibly because Monday is 
bargain dey in some Manhattan depart- 
ment stores, the crowd on that night is bis- 
ger than on other nights. Moreover, when 
the weather is rainy and foggy, as it was 
yesterday, many people who ordinarily 
cross on the ferries go by way of the 
bridge. Preparations had been made, ac- 
ecrdingly, for a big rush, and by 5 o'clock, 
when the tall skyscrapers began to pour 
out their thousands of workers, it came, 
Capt. John J: Murphy of the Bridge Squad, 
with thirty men, eighteen of whom were 
&cattered among the eight loops, was there 
to receive the crowd. 

Under the cld system all cars have come 
in on the four locps nearest to the bridge 
entrance. A great many people last night 
Were not aware of the change, and for that 
reason remained there, and were somowhat 
bewildered when the particular car they 
were waiting for did not appear. People, 
as a rule, did not notice the general di- 
rectory of the lines and the respective 
tracks on which the cars come in, which 
had teen placed ccnspicuously near the 
bridge entrance, nor the signs over the 
different tracks. 

Under the new order the cars unload their 
passengers at tha northern side of the 
bridge, and then pass across to the south 
side; vehere the new passengers are ad- 
mitted, thus leaving a free passageway 
in the centre. It was in this connection 
that the police found some real hard work 
to do. Passengers had been accustomed to 
scramble on to the cars whenever they 
came to a stop, and generally there was a 
football rush for a car as soon as ‘it en- 
tered the shed at the north side, thus mak- 
ing it almost impossible for incoming pas- 
sengers to alight. 

The same general rush was on last night, 
and at the four old loops the police had to 
abundon every effort to check it early in 
the evening. At the four new loops, where 
Seret. Lussier was in personal command 
with a number of muscular policemen, a 
partly successful effort was made. A gen- 
eral order was issued last night to the con- 
ductors of the cars to the gates as 
s00n as the passengers have been let off, 
and not to open-them again until the car 
has reached the other side of the bridge 
shed. 

Vice President J. F. Calderwood of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, with 
Engineer MeLean of the Brooklyn Bridge 
and Deputy Bridge Commi§Ssioner Robinson 
spent half an hour watching the working 
of the system during the rush hours. 

“What I have seen,” said Mr. Calder- 
wood, *‘convinces me that this plan will 
work all right. Conditions are 53O per cent. 
better than under the old system already. 
In a week or two the new pk an will work 
with perfect smoothness. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement, the lines are distributed 
between the various loops with a view of 
eyénly dividing the crowd. I think that the 
cars carrying the largest number of people 
ought to be assigned to the four new loops, 
where the space between the tracks is al- 
most twice as large as in the old section. 
I think it probable that a change to that 
effect may be made in the near future. 
It is now up to the bridge people to relax 
the rule which reauires 102, feet headway 
between each car. If that be done we will 
be able to run about twenty-five more cars 
an hour during the rush hours, and that 
would mean that we would be able to ac- 
commodate about 2,500 passengers more 
than at the present time. We are running 
280 cars an hour now. 

Both Engineer McLean and De -puty C om- 
missioner Robinson expressed themselve 
as satisfied with the test. 

A dangerous feature of the new system 
consists in the proximity of the iron sup- 
ports of the superstructure to some of the 
tracks. There is hardly two feet between 
@ passing car and the pillar at Track 5 and 
at some of the other tracks. The police 
found it impossibR to keep the space about 
the pillars clear, and as a result a male 
passenger who sought to board a car at 
the danger point was knocked down. He 
Was not badly injured, refused to give his 
Mame, and went home unaided. 


BROOKLYN TRANSFER CHANGES. 


‘Tickets Once More to be Issued by Con- 
ductors on the Cars. 


The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
yesterday abolished the places of transfer 
agents on its surface lines and returned to 
the system of issuing transfer tickets on 
the cars. Hereafter transfer agents will 
be stationed only at two points—at the 
Borough Hall and at Boerum Place and 
Atlantic Avenue. Passengers will now have 
to secure transfer tickets from the con- 
ductors upon paying their fares. 

General Superintendent Dow Smith said 
that the chief reason for the change was 
that many people were beating the com- 
pany by means of the transfer stations. 
These people, he said, made a practice of 
mingling with the passengers alighting from 


cars and obtaining transfers and rides at 
the company’s expense. A small box has 
been placed in each car into which the con- 
ductor will be required to drop all the 
transfer tickets collected on each trip, with 
the numbers of the first and last tickets col- 
lected written on the envelope containing 
them. This scheme is intended to prevent 
any exchanging of transfers between con- 
ductors to defraud the company. 


NOVEL EXCLUSIVE PLAYGROUND 


close 


Big Court with Formidable Wall on 
West Broadway Reserved for Chil- 
dren of Two Tenements. 


_A high brick wall on the west side of 
West Broadway just above Grand Street 
has caused ‘a good deal of curiosity in the 
neighborhood and among those who travel 
by on the elevated or surface cars. There 
is a large playground back of the wall, 
covering a third of a block and paved with 
large blocks of stone. From the outside the 
wall presents a formidable appearance, as 
it is about 20 feet high and extends over 
100 feet. A heavy iron picket fence runs 
outside the wall just on the building line. 
On Thompson Street in the rear of the 
inelosure a janitor was found’ on the first 
fioor of a tenement who admitted a New 
York Times reporter through an alleyway 
to the rear. There they came on the play- 
ground, which was inclosed on the West 
Broadway side by the high wall, on the 
upper and lower sides by factory buildings, 
and in the rear by tenements. The janitor 
gaid the children in the tenements at 26-28 
Thompson Street were allowed access to 
the playground to indulge in baseball and 
other games. There were no children there 


‘at the time, but, according to the janitor, 


lots of them took advantege of the place 
during the Summer. Nowhere was there a 
chance for a blade of grass to grow, owing 


Seat paving. The area of the place was 


ut. 60 by, 109 feet. . For further informa-

tion the janitor told the reporter to go to 
J. A. L. Diaz, on Grand Street, near Cen- 
tre, who is agent for the owner of the 
ground. 

“I can’t tell the name of ‘the owner,”’ Mr. 
Diaz said, “‘ but he owns the tenements at 
26-28 Thompson Street, and had this play- 
ground laid out and inclosed for the chil- 


dren in those tenements. They can go out 
there and get a breath'of fresh air and 
play. He is a very generous, man, but I 
can’t give his name.” 

According to the agent, the — alone of 

the playground was valued at from $60,000 
to $70,000, and he thought the paving and 
the walling of it cost at least $20,000. 
At the office of John G. Wendel, at 175 
Broadway, his representative said that Mr. 
Wendel owned the property. Mr. Wendel 
was not in, the man said, and might not be 
in for a week. In the absence of Mr. Wen- 
del he was unwilling to say anything about 
the playground. 


POSTMASTER VAN COTT TO 
TELL OF HIS PROPERTY. 


Summoned in Supplemental Proceedings 
in Connection with National Mer- 
cantile Agency Failure. 


Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott was yes- 
terday served with an order issued by Su- 
preme Court Justice Fitzgerald directing 
him to appear in court at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning and be examined in supplementary 
proceedings growing out of a judgment ob- 
tained against him for $2,483.45 by the Salt 
Spring National Bank of Syracuse, 

The proceedings* are but an echo of the 
collapse a year ago of the National Mer- 
cantile Avency of this city, of which Mr. 
Van Cott was President, and in which he 
has asserted that he lost the savings of a 
lifetime. As President of the association 
he individually indorsed notes to the 
amount of $27,000, and it is understood that 
this judgment represents the last of the 
debts, which he is unable to pay. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Van Cott 
caused the arrest last December of Arthur 
T. Gridley of Syracuse, the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the association, on an accusa- 
tion of forgery. He charged that Gridley 
and Miss Edna Ranney, a bookkeeper, falsi- 
fied the books of the concern so as to make 
it appear that Mr. Van Cott was a debtor 


to the concern to the amount of about 
$3,000, whereas he was actually a creditor 
for $18,000, The company went into bank- 
ruptcy in July, 1902. 

The judgment upen which yesterday's 
proceedings were taken was obtained in 
Onondaga County Dec. 19, 1902, and an ex- 
ecution, was tssued Dec, 21° of -the same 
year. It was returned on Feb. 21 of this 
year unsatisfied. The examination of Mr. 
Van Cott will take place in Lawyer George 
B. Russell’s office at 140 Nassau Street 
this morning.

Wants a Superintendent of Sup- 
plies, Buildings, and Audits.

Controller Back from His Vacation Trip 
to Hot Springs—He Called Upon 
Mayor-Elect McClellan in 
Washington. 


Controller Grout was back at his desk in 
the Finance Department. yesterday after- 
noon, after his two weeks’ vacation at Hot 
Springs, Va., 

*‘Not/mucn politics at Hot. Springs,’ he 
said in realy toa query. **Most of it was 
hot air.’ 

The Controller would not say anything of 
his cOiversations with Charles F. Murphy 
at’the Virginia health resort, but said he 
had stopped off at Washington-en route 
home and had met Col. McClellan there at 
his apartments in the Shoreham Hotel. 

“There was nothing political about my 
visit with the Mayor-elect,’”’ said the Con- 
troller. ‘I merely told him that the Hard- 
ware Club wa a good place for a Mayor. to 
take luncheon, and let him know there was 
a table there which Mayor Low would 
vacate after Jan. 1.. I: gyess Mayor Mc- 
Clellan will be found lunching there after 
that date. It is a good place to. discuss 
matters of municipal and administrative in- 
terest.”’ 

The Controller was emphatic in denying 
he ever had made any statement to the 
ceffect that he favored abolishing the Board 
of Education and substituting for it a 
single-headed commissicn. 

“TIT never have advocated anything of 
that sort, and if I have been quoted in such 
a manner it has been a glaring misquota- 
tion. I have, however, advocated and still 
advocate the creation of a new office to be 
something like a Superintendent of Sup- 
plies, Bnildings, and Audits. Such a Super- 
intendent, to my mind, would be of equal 
rank with Superintendent Maxwell, who 
has full charge of educational matters. The 
new Superintendent would -have charge of 
the location of sites for sehoolhouses, the 
erection of the buildings, and the auditing 
accounts. He would supersede the six 
bureaus now in operation, and which result 
in needless confusion of accounts, delays of 
business, and duplication of bookkeeping. 

‘ Now to transect business with the Board 
of Education one must go to the head of a 
bureau, then run after the Chairman of 
the committee of the board having that 
bureau in charge, and finally have the 
Chairman get together the members of his 
committee in regular meeting. This leads 
to needless confusion, and the creation of 
a Suverintendent for the business affairs of 
the board would bring about system and 
would not lessen the powers of the board, 
which would be over the Superintendent 
just as it is over Superintendent Maxwell. 


But a_ single-headed commission is the 
furthest thing from my thoughts at any 
time. 

“The Superintendent which I have in 
mind would let all contracts; look after the 
purchase and distribution of supplies and 
all the bookkeeping would be under his 
charge instead of uncer three or four men, 
as nuw, including the auditor. The mem- 
bers of the board have little or no time to 
look after school matters, and I believe 
they could be much better handled by my 
scheme.”’ 

It is asserted that the Controller will con- 
sult with Mavor-elect McClellan in regard 
to this matter at ar early date, and will ‘n 
all probability prepare a bill for presenta- 
tion to the next session of the Legislature 
to bring about the suggested change. One 
of his reasons for advecating the change is 
believed to be the friction that long has 
existed between the office of the ControHer 
ond Auditor Cook of the Board of Educa- 
tion.

LEGAL NOTES. 





CONFESSION TO JUDGE.—The Law. Journal 
yesterday contained a note of a case on the 
admissibility in evidence of a confession to 
a Judge. The case is that of People vs. 
Pratt, decided by the Supreme Court of 
Michigan and reported in 94 Northwestern 
Reporter, 752. It appeared that the de- 
fendant, who was charged with bribery, 
after being subpoenaed by the Grand Jury, 
asked the Prosecuting Attorney if he could 
not talk to the Judge who had impaneled 
the Grand Jury. The Prosecuting Attorney 
took the defendant to the Judge’s room, to 
whom the defendant stated that he wanted 
advice. The Judge refused to give advice, 
but told defendant that if he testified be- 
fore the Grand Jury he should tell the 
truth, whatever it was, whereupon defend- 
ant after a little delay made a confession 
to the Judge. It was held that such con- 
fession was a confidential communication 


and was inadmissible against defendant on 
the ground of public policy. The decision 
was by a bare majority of the court, the 
chief Judge and another Judge dissenting. 
The Law Journal, in commenting on the 
ease, sides with the dissenting Judges and 
quotes the following language from their 
opinion: ‘* Public policy protects commu- 
nications between lawyer and client from 
the eyes of the public, because they are re- 
garded as essential to enable the lawyer to 
make a proper defense for him. It does not 
protect confessions or communications 
where that relation does not exist, no mat- 
ter how close any other relation between 
the parties to it may be, or what the pur- 
pose may be in making the confession. No 
sacredness attaches to the confession of a 
criminal, and when he seeks protection 
from its consequences he must show ‘his 
privilege to be within some wee tocoeuieen 
rule of law.

A POINT IN SUPPIEMENTARY PROCREDINGS. 
~The Supreme Court, Justice Clarke de- 
cides, in the case of Anderson vs, Steinson, 
has no right to interfere in supplementary 
proceedings instituted by a judgment credi- 
tor in the City Court on a Municipal Court 
judgment. It appeared that the defendant, 
after judgment went against him, appealed 
to the Appellate Term of the Supreme 
Court. On the day after the appeal was 
taken, supplementary proceedings were 
begun by the plaintiff in the City Court. 
Before the return day the Appellate Term 
granted defendant permission to deposit 
a sum of money to secure payment of the 
judgment, and also a stay of proceedings. 
The case was, however, affirmed on appeal 
and the stay expired. ‘Then a City Court 
Justice issued an order directing the de- 
fendant to pay up. This the defendant did 
not do, and he was finally adjudged in 
contempt. The motion before Justice 
Clarke was by the defendant. “I am 
asked,” said Justice Clarke, ‘“ sitting in 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, to 
vacate certain orders entered in the City 
Court, which court. by law is the proper 
forum to entertain supplementary proceed-
